ASK FOR DRINKING WATER FOR PUPILS 


Pablic School Teachers Voice Their 
Complaints to Members of the 
Board of Education. 


Evtry teacher and principal of a public 
school who has visited the Board of Educa- 
tion offices in the Schiller Building added a 
tale of suffering during the warm days last 
week, and united in @ clamorous demand 
that the children be supplied with water for 
drinking and tollet purposes,

When  Becknese learned of the unac- 
countable absence of his sister he sought an 
interview with Luetgert. The latter, in an- 
swer to Becknese’s questions, admitted that 
he omitted ‘to acquaint the police with the 
case, and gave as his reason that he de- 
sired to conduct the search with as much 
secrecy as possible, fearing that the facts 
wouid be published if they were given to the 
police, 

Keckness expressed his dissatisfaction with 
Luetgert’s ideas, and the men, it is said, 
quarreled, The upshot of their difference 
was the visit of Becknese to the police and 
his report of his sister’s absence. Capt 
Schuettler at once detailed a couple of men 
to make inquiry at the Luetgert home and 
in the neighborhood, but nothing positive 
was learned, and from the story that the 
woman had threatened self-destruction if 
the factory fell into the Sherfff’s hands on 
foreclosure.

Greek Commander Inspires His Men 
with the Old Fire Attributed 
a to Skobeloft. 


Volo, May 8.—A stirring incident tn con- 
nection with the battle at Velestino has just 
been reported, Gen. Smolentz, with some- 
thing of the magnetic enthusiasm attrib- 
uted to Skobeloff, rode along the lines, ad- 
dressing the soldiers and imploring them 
to remember the traditions of their race 
till the sacred soil of Thessaly should be 
saturated with their blood, if need be. It 
was like an inspiration. Both uniformed 
soldiers and men with only bandoliers filled 
with cartridges, the belts around their na- 
tive attire, cheered and gripped their rifles 
more firmly. They gave another shout of 
determination and indulged in reckless, 
wild, but sometimes searching shel! fire. 

The Turks fired volley after volley stead- 
ily on their intrepid enemy. Then the 
Greeks left the shelter of their trenches and 
charged with wild shouts. The Turks quiv- 
ered for a moment and retired in confusion 
to the shelter of the mountain ridges. It 
was a brilliant Greek success. 


SULTAN WILL CLAIM AN INDEMNITY. 


Understood That They Will Hold 
Thessaly Until They Receive 
Guarantees of Payment. 


London, May 9.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Observer says that it is reported 
that the Turks will claim an indemnity on 
account of the war with Greece, and that 
they will not evacuate Thessaly until they 
receive guarantees that the amount asked 
for will be paid. 

A dispatch from Rome says that Germany 
unreservedly supports the demands made by 
Turkey upon Greece. 

The correspondent of the Observer at 
Athens says: 

“Tam assured that the Greeks still occupy 
Ismaret and Salagora in Epirus.” 

A dispatch to the Observer from Athens 
says the officials and consuls of Salonica re- 
port that the Turkish losses in killed, 
wounded, and sick during the recent cam- 
paign will reach 38,000.

CONVICTS RELEASED. FROM PRISONS. 


Bdhem Pasha Wires That the Euro- 
pean Consuls Requested Him 
to Oecupy Volo. 


Washington, D. C., May 8.—The Turkish 
Legation tonight received the following 
cablegram from Constantinople: ‘“* Edhem 
Pasha, who is now at Velestino, telegraphs 
under date of today that the French and 
British Consuls of Volo called upon him 
evening in order to state in their 
own names and those of their colleagues that 
the Greek troops had evacuated the place 
after having released the convicts, and they 
requested him to send at once forces to ac- 
cupy the’ town and to secure the public order 
and safety. -Ter battalions, therefore, sent 
for that purpose to Volo, entered and occu- 
pied the city.’’ 


PRINCESS OF WALES SORELY TROUBLED 


~ 
Lord Salisbury Protests Against Her 
Action in Subscribing to the 
Greek ReHef Fand. 


London, May 8.—Lord Salisbury is said to 
have joined in the quarrel in the Prince of 
Wales’ household by protesting against the 
action of the Princess in subscribing to the 
Chronicle’s fund for the relief of the Greek 
sick and wounded. The fund is avowedly 
partisan, and the action of one near the 
throne ‘is contrary to all precedents. But 
it has touched the popular heart and in- 
creased the sympathy for the Princess in her 
sore trouble at home and abroad. 

It is improbable that Lord Salisbury moved 
in the matter so far as to embarrass the 
Princess. He is generally credited with 
Turcophile sentiments,’ but ‘this is «unjust. 
Years ago he saved Turkey from dismember- 
ment. That action was not dictated by any 
love for the Sultan, but by political motives. 

The last two years, during which the Sul- 
tan has laughed at him, played with and de- 
fiead him, have planted in the British Pre- 
mier’s breast a deadly animosity toward the 
Porte which no action of the Ottoman tyrant 
will ever remove. | 

If the Premier could be certain of England 
getting a choice joint in the process of carv- 
ing up Turkey, she might, as far as he is 
concerned, commence tomorrow. But it is 
obvious from Lord Salisbury’s speech be- 
fore the Primrose League that he does not 
think the carving could be conducted with 
safety just now, or with any advantage to 
his country.

| INTRIGUEOF THE POWERS 


Some of the Selfish Motives Actuating 
Some of the Eurepean Rulers in 
the Turco-Grecian Affair—Russia 
and France Nearly Succeed in 
Grabbing New Territory — King 
George Offered Crete in Exchange 
for Suda Bay. 


—- 


London, May 8.—The week ends, in the lan- 
guage of Mr. John Morley, with “ the Sul- 
tan laughing at Greece bleeding and the 
F’riume Minister of England making jest of 
it.’ Mr. Morley insists further that every 
victory of the Turk is a Buropean disaster. 

That is one view. The other and more 
general one is that the disaster of Greece 
insures harmony among the powers and 
the peace of Europe. The fact is that bus- 
iness is improving, the stock markets are 
becoming buoyant, and the interest which 
the great mass of Europeans take in the 
(treco-Turkish war, at first keenly appre- 
hensive, is now purely spectacular. 

It would be easy, politically speaking, 
to present a rosy outlook as the result of 
recent events in the Kast and in certain im- 
perial capitals. It would not be difficult 
either to paint a gloomy picture of the same 
situation. One or two wnoertainties are 
being gradually eliminated, but the veil still 
hides other essential features. It is be- 
coming evident, in spite of all reports to 
the contrary, that Greece, officials and pop- 
ulace, would be glad to make peace on any 
reasonable terms. There are strong indica- 
tions also that the powers are unanimous- 
ly in favor of the same end, 

Sualtan’s Position Uncertain. 

Regarding the Sultan, however, there is a 
conflict of evidence. A correspondent at 
Stamboul repeats tonight that the Porte 
nominally favors peace, but is pushing fresh 
war measures with the utmost vigor. There 
is no doubt that when the question of terms 
ig raised the Sultan’s demands will be ex- 
orbitant, so extreme, indeed, that Greece 
will say, as is now reported in Athens, that 
she will prefer a war of extermination to ac- 
cepting them. But there is vastly more than 
appears on the surface of the situation asa 
whole. 

Some facts of great significance are be- 
ginning to appear in connection with the 
discussion of the responsibility for the be- 
ginning of the war. Canon McColl, who is 
one of the foremost Greek sympathizers in 
England, has just returned from Athens. 
He quotes the highest authority in the king- 
dom for saying that all Greece hoped or 
wished for was to be left face to face with 
the Porte, which made overtures direct to 
the Greek Government on the Cretan ques- 
tion, but was stopped by the intervention 
of one of the powers. How far the concert 
collectively was aware of this fact is not 
known, but of the fact itself there is no 
coubt. 


Some Tricks of Diplomacy. 

From the day that Greek troops were al- 
lowed to land in Crete war was inevitable 
unless one of two conditions was granted, 
either permission to Greece and the Porte 
to deal directly or some concession to the 
amour propre of Greece. To have retired 
unconditionally Would have meant not only 
the defeat of the ministry, but also the 
downfall of the monarchy, to be followed 
by a revolution more menacing to the peace 
of Europe than the present situation. This, 
without doubt, is true enough as far as it 
goes... 

But King George recently affirmed that he 
could have had Crete a year ago if he had 
consented to give Suda Bay to a certain 
power. Couple this with this declaration 
of Capt. Gambier in the current number of 
the Fortnightly Review: 

‘IT happen to know that M. Nelidoff came 
very near persuading the Sultan a few days 
ago to hand over the pacification and event- 
ual government of Crete to Russia alone. 
While this perfectly sensible arrangement 
was being negotiated M. Cambon, the 
strongest and ablest diplomatist in Constan- 
tinople got wind of it. He called on M. Neli- 
doff and proposed the counter scheme that 
if Russia were placed in this position France 
be permitted to occupy Smyrna or Beyrout. 
England was left entirely out of the whole 
affair and there is not a shadow of doubt 
that, had not the calculations of these two 
men been upset by the incalculable power 
which lurks in stupidity and short sight, 
such as that now being exhibited, King 
George’s arrangement would have been car- 
ried out. It was known that England would 
not fire a shot to prevent it.” 


Situation in Crete. 

There are etill other elements in this sin- 
jeter situation, which complicate it, and 
which make the outcome more uncertain 
than casual observers fondly believe. Greece 
is disgraced, crushed, perhaps, but she is 
still a factor to be reckoned with. So, too, 
are the Cretans, who have been almost ig- 
nored since the more serious war began. 
Recent dispatches from Candia say that 
the Turks have resumed their excessive 
confidence that autonomy is a dead letter. 
This would easily seem to be the point for 
the restoration of Turkish rule, for no step 
has been taken to withdraw a single Turk- 
ish soldier. It is unfortunate that such 
color is lent to the insurgents’ persistent 
assertion that the powers are allied with 
Turkey. 

Food is becoming exhausted, and despera- 
tion will result. The chiefs in Akrotiri are 
unshaken by the disasters of Greece, They 
prefer her ruined to Burope or autonomy. 
They would send a force of volunteers to 
Greece if they were allowed to doso. They 
give no sign of yielding. They are more 
determined and less conciliatory than ever. 
Europe must not expect any easier solution 
as a result of the war in Greece. . 


Regrouping of the Powers. 

Above and dominating all these complica- 
tions is the regrouping of the powers them- 
selves, which is not yet clearly defined be- 
yond the revival of the league of the three 
Emperors, Lord Salisbury may be terri- 
bly decetved, but there is no doubt that he 
is confident of the practical friendship of 
France as well as of Italy. | 

There is a remarkable article in the Paris 
Matin this week, signed Y., which is open- 
ly ascribed to M. Hanoteaux, and the as- 
sertion is not denied. It contains the sig- 
nificant sentenees: 

“ The great danger in the Balkans was the 
possibility of a collision between Austria 
and Russia. That now is over. Whether 
Francis Joseph and the Czar have realized 
the great idea of Catherine I. and Nicholas 
{—an understanding between Austria and 
Russia in the presence of the Turk—is not 
‘known, But this understanding has taken 
place within the European concert and does 
mot effect the respective alliances of the 
two countries. ' 

“Of course, if there were an alliance of 
the three Emperors this would mean the end 
of the Franco-Russian union. But the un- 


derstanding between the republic and the. 


Muscovite Empire is more cordial than ever. 
It is not an exclusive nor a jealous ar- 
rangement. The two countries are absolute- 
Ty pacific and wish to establish genera) con- 
fidence and solidarity in Europe.” 

This may be interpreted either as a warn- 
ing to the Czar not to ally himself with Bm-

publique Francaise). 

An imposing catafalque, covered with flow- 
ers and erected in front of the choir, con- 
tained the remains of the Comtesse de Jallin 
and Mme.

Around the catafalque were gathered 
the clergy and delegations from the different 
religious communities of Paris and its 
vicinity. 

Upon the arriyal of President Faure, who 
Was escorted by a detachment of cuirassiers, 
the troops presented arms and the belis 
were tolled.

The Minister of the Interior, M. Barthou, 
delivered an oration, He paid a glowing 
tribute in the name of the government and 
the country to the victims “stricken on 
the field of honor and of charity.” 

- At the close of the oration President Faure 
and. the members ef the diplomatic corps 
grasped the ofator’s hind. 

Prince and Princess Radziwill represented 
the Emperor and Empresa of Germany; 
Duke Eugene of Leuchtenberg represented 
the Czar; and the Lord Mayor.of London, 
Mr. George Faudel-Phillips, and Sheriffs of 
London in their state robes represented the 
City of London. 

M. Hanotaux, the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, was afterwards conducted by the 
clergy to a raised platform on the left of 
the choir.

After the sermon the Archbishop of Paris, 
Cardinal Richard, pronouneed the absolution 
and then the clergy reconducted President 
Faure to the entrance of the cathedral, 
where the diplomatic corps were assembled. 

Conspicuous among the floral tributes 
were magnificent wreaths sent by the Em- 
peror and Empress of Germany and the 
Russian colony in Paris. Emperor Will- 
lam'’s wreath was of roses and orchids, 
bound with a white satin ribbon bearing the 
imperial crown over the initial ** W.’’ 

The wreath of the Empress was of roses, 
white pinks, and orchids. A&l Paris was in 
mourning today. The majority of the large 
Stores were closed, and after the. public 
funeral there were numerous obsequies at 
various churches. Immense crowds gath- 
ered in their vicinity and all respectfully 
saluted the coffins. ’ 

New York, May 8.—It is learned here today 
through a private cablegram that Miss Marie 
de Comeau, formerly of Staten Island, was 
among the victims of the Paris fire.

Mr. de Comeau died shortly 
after his retirement, leaving six children, 
three sons and three daughters.

Parties Are Searching the Country 
Everywhere for Him and Large 
Rewards Are Offered. 


—_—_—__ : 


Waukesha, Wis., May 8.-[Special.]—Al- 
though the whole country in Wisconsin 
south of here is scoured by vigilant parties 
who are looking for William Pouch, the 
murderer of Farmer Harris, no clew to his 
whereabouts has been obtdined. 

The farmers in all directions were out all 
night and theré is no doubt had the murder- 
er been caught he would have been lynched. 
It is not certain even now if he ts caught in 
this neighborhood that he will not be lynched, 
as feeling is still running high. The offer- 
ing of a reward of $400 by the county has 
stimulated the search, and the citizens will 
raise aneadditional reward of $500. This, in 
addition to the reward of $200 by the State, 
will convert every farmer in the southern 
part of the State into a man-hunter. 

A report was recetyed here early this 
morning from Lake Beulah that a man 
answering the description of Pouch was tn 
hiding there. A stageload of armed citizens 
started at onée for the place and made a 
thorough investigation, but the man had dis- 
appeared before the posee arrived. He had 
boarded a freight train for the south, tak- 
ing a bicycle with him. The people at Beu- 
lah had heard of the murder and were watch- 
ing for the man, but when the stranger ar- 
rived no one had the“nerve to attempt his 
capture on suspicion. 

Nelson McHolt, the farm hand who was 
shot, was in a dying condition tonight, and 
it is not thought that he can recover. Mrs. 
‘Harris and the servant girl will recover. 
Miss Vesbach, the servant, recovered 
sufficiently to give an account of the affair. 
She said this afternoon: 

“When Pouch returned from the barn 
he talked to me in the kitchen, I asked him 
where he was going, and h d me to Mil- 
waukee. Ha then looked out. the window 
and began ‘to talk about the crops and sud- 
denly shifted to the sparrows, which were 
chirruping outside. He said there should 
be a way to kill them. He pulled a gun 
from his pocket and said, * There is sorme- 
thing which would kill them.’ He put the 
gun back in his pocket arid said he would 
have some breakfast. After sitting at the 
table he seemed nervous and did’ not eat 
much. 

“TT was not lookitig at him when he got 
up from the table, but the first thing I knew 
I heard a shot. I did not know whether 
Mrs. Harris or myeelf had been hit. He 
fired six shots, firing one at Mrs. Harris 
and then one at me. Mrs. Harris shouted 
to him not to Shoot. I made no outcry, but 
made my way to the cellar and from 
there to the yard. Pouch came out of the 
house and was reloa#ing his gun. When he 
saw me he said he could shoot out in the 
yard as well as he could in the house, and 
he fired at me again. Whet he went away 
I dragged myself over to Wagner’s, as I did 
not know that the hired man had been there 
before me. That is the last I remember 
until I regained consciousness at 8 o’clock 
in the evening.”’ 

Mrs. Harris told substantially the same 
story. From the talk of Mrs. Harris it is 
believed that Pouch is insane.

William Pouch, the Waukesha murderer, 
is being looked far by Chicago police, though 
they do not belleve the clew given by George 
Liebrecht, the Bvanston student, is vai- 
uable. He said at Sheridan road and Grove 
street an excited bicyclist rode up to hin: 
yesterday morning and inquired the distance 
to Chicago. Liebrecht told him, and the 
latter hurried south in the Sheridan road. 
As the stranger left him, Liebrecht says he 
noticed that the back portion of his coat was 
spattered with biood. . 

The man was of an athietic appearance, 
but he seemed to be almost exhausted from 
some physical strain. Liebrecht allowed the 
bicyclist to disappear, and, after completing 
his own ride, attended his studies and came 
to Chicago soon after 10 o'clock. On the 
train he learned of the murder, and then he 
thought of the mysterious man he had met 
that morning. When he had finished with 
his victims on Friday morning Pouch rode 
his bicycle some little distance and then 
abandoned it. On this account the police 
doubt that the man Liebrecht says he saw 
yesterday morning could have been Pouch. 
Nevertheless, they are on the alert.

BiG BROOKLYN DRY-DOCK DAMAGED. 


° Leak Develops and Fears for the Safe- 
ty of the Battleship Massachu- 


New York, May 8&—([Special.J—A great 
new dry dock at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
known as No. 8, the biggest dry dock in 

Geveloped a leak through one of 
ite sides today, which created alarm in the 
minds of the, unprofessional people who 
saw it, both for the stability of the dock and 
for the safety of the battleship Massachu- 
setts, which was lying in the dock. The 
leak is a serious matter, as it will put the 
. big dock practically out of use for six weeks 
or more, and will involve expense in making 
_ the earth through which the water is seep- 
' ing perfectly stable after the infiux of water 

into the earth from the wall about the bay 
is cut off. 

The new dock is one of the biggest in the 
world. It is 670 feet long and has thirty feet 
of water over the sills at high tide. While 
the workmen were fitting new bilge keels on 
the battleship Massachusetts this morning 
the break in the walls was first noticed. 
‘The water soon began to pour into the dock 
in volumes near the gate. As the pumps 
were put to work and the dock kept dry 
the workmen plugged all the rivet holes in 
the sides of the ship. 

Then water was admitted to a depth of 
M@fteen feet. The dock site is quicksand and 
the damage was caused by water filtering 
through the loose earth and protecting tim- 
(bers. which surround the dock, and a good

The result of yesterday’s meeting of the 
Master Plumbers’ Aesociaticn disposed of 
the idea that there is to be any immediate 
settlement of the differences between it and 
the journeymen plumbers.

On the other hand, Secretary Lyman of the 
Plumbers’ Union, says that new signatures 
are being obtained readily and that over 800 
have already signed. He says the union will 
never consider the propositicn decided upon 
by the maeter plumbers.

BIBLE IN THE SCHOOLS I$ ILLEGAL. 


Detroit Judge Decides That Religious 
Instruction Is a Violation of 
the Constitution. 


Detroit, Mich., May 8.—[Special.}—Judge 
Carpenter today granted a mandamus upon 
the relation of Conrad Pfeiffer for the Board 
of Education to show cause why the read- 
ing of the Bible should be further continued 
in the public schools.” Mr. Pfeiffer set up in 
his petition that his son, as a pupil at the 
schools, was obliged to attefid a place of re- 
ligious worship, and that himself, as a tax- 
payer, was compelled to assist in maintein- 
ing places for the dissemination of religious 
teachings, contrary to the Constitution of 
the Staite. A book entitled *' Readings from 
the Bible” was introdueed in the public 
schools by the board. Teachers read aioud 
extracts from it each day. The court de- 
clared that constituted religious instruction, 
and that the petitioner.as a taxpayer was 
clearly compelled to aid in supporting the 
instructor. 

In conclusion, Judge Carpenter said: 
“Ovr constitutional provisions respecting 
religious liberty mean precisely what they 
declare. They forbid any legislative author- 
ity compelling a person to pay taxes for the 
support of a teacher of religion or diminish- 
ing or enlarging the civil rights of any per- 
son on account of his religious belief.”

He carried a stout hickory 
club as an aid to the performance of his 
duties and he had the Mayor’s commission, 
duly signed and attested, in his pocket. 

But when he reached the scene of his new 
duties dire disappointment awaited him. 
Albert Hipsch, the old Poundmaster, had 
heard a good deal about the civil service 
law and, according to his ideas of it, it meant 
for an officer to hold to his job just as 
long as life and main strength would let 
him. So when Ross applied to him for 
possession of the triangular lot with a fence 
around it, which constitutes the Jefferson 
pound, Hipsch stoutly refused to budge an 
inch and announced his determination of de- 
fending his fortress with whatever weapons 
he could find handy, a threat the sincerity 
of which the newcomer had no wish to test. 

Hides the One Horse. 

To make matters worse, Hipsch had led 
away and secreted a lame, blind, and spav- 
ined horee, which proved the s@le accupant of 
the pound, and every one knows a pound 
without at least a horse, cow, or pig in it is 
not worth any Poundmaster’s care and at- 
tention. 

Finding Hipsch meant all he said, Ross 
retreated in good order and sent a message 
to the City Hall asking for advice and re- 
inforcements. Mayor Harrison at this time 
took an interest In the case and dispatched 
by special messenger a protocol, directed 
to the recalcitrant Hipsch, in which he was 
directed to at once turn over that pound to 
the faithful Ross or suffer the vengeance 
of a justly angered Democratic administra- 
tion which saw an office getting away from 
it.

Even 
that of Superintendent of Police Kipley was 
closed, although it was not included in the 
Council order giving city employés a Satur- 
day half holiday from May 1 to Oct. 1, 

It always has been the custom to grant 
these half holidays during the summer 
months so the overworked clerks can get a 
little rest from the arduous duties, but they 
have rarely begun before June I, while Sept. 
1 always has been regarded as late enough 
to postpone a return to a full week’s work 
for what is certainly a full week's pay.

The Monroe doctrine, to 
which we cling as our rock of safety, is in 
direct opposition to the common-law right 
to purchase. 

“I know the friends of the treaty claim 
that the Monroe doctrine would not be arbi- 
trated under the treaty. All I ask any fair- 
minded man to'do is to read Article 6 in an- 
swer to that proposition. , 


Desired Amendment Kilted. 


“An amendment was offered twenty min- 
utes before thé roll-call which seemed to 
cure that mistake. Under the ancient and 
unfair rules of the Senate one objection 
Stopped the amendment, although every 
friend of the treaty was willing it should 
be made, and the Chairman of the commit- 
tee having the treaty in charge consented 
to the amendment. We were compelled to 
vote on the resolution as it was. 

“There are many other reasons which I 
might give to my constituents for voting 
against the treaty’ as it was presented— 
among them the conduct of England in her 
present European policy, her attitude to- 
wara Greece and Turkey, and the strug-

‘*‘In the treaties we already have with 
F:ngland we are forced to confess that she 
js manifestly unjust with us In every par- 
‘tlewar, 

British Injustice Cited. 


“She refuses to relinquish her claim to 
the extent of allowing us to build a warship 
on the great lakes, and the President is 
sending now to the Queen’s court one of our 
most learned diplomats to beg her at least 
to carry out somé of the decrees entered 
in the Bering Sea fisheries arbitration. 

“The spirit of universal peace pervades 
all of Christendom, and when the peace ar- 
bitration is made we ought to include some 
of the smaller nations like Greece and not 
simply Great Britain, so that when she at- 
tempts to browbeat the smaller nations in 
diplomacy or war, she will not have the ap- 
parent support of our country. 

‘“ Further than this, we have at present a 
law upon our statute books which invites 
all the nations of the earth to arbitrate all 
differences. Under that regolution, which 
was passed about three years ago, We have 
been arbitrating, and will continue to ar- 
bitrate, all differences as they arise, and 
there is no danger of war. 


Mast Consider the People. 


“There is indeed no apparent need of a 
general arbitration treaty which compels 
us to agree to arbitrate questions which the 
people, if they had a voice in the discussion, 
would never consent to arbitrate. 

“The English statesmen are trained in 
diplomacy. They are able and shrewd in 
the making of treaties, and for the last 100 
years at least their reputation for keeping 
treaties has not been good in the neighbor- 
hood where they reside.” 

Then the Senator went on to discuss the 
Dingley bill as quoted in the foregoing.

TELEGRAPH COMPANIES MUST REPORT 


Iowa Revenue Law Requires a Strict 
Accounting of Earnings and Ex- 
penses—Manufacturing Bill Signed. 


Des Moines, Ia., May 8.—[Special.]—The 
deadlock over the revenue bills ended today 
and the bills finally passed. This was the 
result of an agreement of the conference 
committee this afternoon. The House got 
considerably the better of it, for the Senate 
had to recede from the amendment fixing the 
basis of assessment of property at 33 1-3 per 
cent of the cash Value, and agreed to 25 per 
cent as the basis, and while the Cheshire 
amendment was considerably modified the 
principles of the Indiana law were incor- 
porated in the bill. 

As amended and finally passed the law 
requires telegraph and telephone lines, in 
addition to the representations they aré now 
required to make to the Auditor of State, to 
make annually a report showing in detail 
their property, capital, receipts, and ex- 
penses. 

The section alsq provides a penalty of $100 
per day for every day such companies refuse 
or neglect to make such reports to the Aud- 
itor of State. 

Railroad companies are also required to 
report the actual value of each sleeping cr 
dining car on the lines in this State. The 
law as thus amended is the most severe on 
corporations of this sort of any previously 
enacted in Iowa. The presence of a Chi- 
cago representative of the corporations, 
who was at one time ordered from the hall 
by the Speaker, because he attempted to 
influence members while the House was in 
session, had much to do with the stringency 
of the measure. The members have fought 
exceedingly shy of lobbyists. 

Gov. Drake this afternoon signed the 
liquor bill, including the manufacturing 
amendment. .

Sycamore, Ill., May 8.—[Specta!.]—Chaun- 
cey Ellwood, who has been identified with 
the progress of Sycamore from its earliest 
days, died Thursday night at the age of 81 
years. Mr. Ellwood was a native of New 
York State, where he lved until 1858. In 
1837 he entered & claim for elghty acres of 
government land on the outsKkiris of Syca- 
more, receiving his patent for the same in 
Mr. Ellwood 
was an ardent Whig and prominent in poli- 
ties both in New York State and in De Kalb 
County. He was appointed Postmaster at 
Frankfort, N. Y¥., and after his removal here 
in 1861 received the same appointment from 
President Lincoln. : - 

He came to Sycamore in 1858. In the 
Twenty-fifth General Assembly of Illinois 
he was First Assistant Secretary of the Sen- 
ate, then Secretary. In the fall of 1869 he 
was nominated for State Senator, but falled 
of election. In the fall of 1877 he was, with- 
out solicitation, made the candidate of the 
national greenback labor element for State 
Senator, and while he again failed of elec- 
tion he made a most gratifying run. Mr. 
Elwood was twice elected Mayor of Syca- 
more, and held a number of various other 
minor offices. From 1875 until 1883, when 
the road passed into the ownership of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad com- 
pany, he was Vice-President and General 
Manager of the Sycamore and Cortland rail- 
road. During this period he showed the 
kindly nature with which he was endowed 
by extending many favors, and many a boy 
will bear in lasting remembrance the man 


who sent him to the conductor with a chalk } 


mark on his back which passed him over the 
road. Mr. EBliwood was the oldest of the 
Ellwood brothers in De Kalb County, among 
whom is Col. IL L. HBliwood, the millionaire 
manufacturer of De Kalb.

Likes to Hg Interrupted. 

She said also she loved a conversation, but 
disliked a lecture. Therefore, though she 
would'use manvscript, she hoped she would 
be constantly interrupted with questions. 

After an exhaustive explanation of the ideal 
as a vital, living, active force, inspiring the 
actions and life of the community, Miss 
Blow proceeded to enumerate the many 
practical errors into which kindergartners 
have been betrayed by their failure to grasp 
the Froebel ideal, and the remainder of the 
lecture was devoted to a. consideration of 
this ideal, which Miss Blow defined as one 
of pouring out instead of pouring in. 

More explicitly stated, she showed that the 
great aim of the kindergarten was to lead 
the child through self-expreesion to self- 
comprehension and self-mastery, and showed 
that the mistakes of kindergartners arose 
from a misapprehension of this ideal. 

Miss Blow, in closing, said men and 
natures were what they showed themselves 
to be in their deeds. Applying this test, she 
said: / 

‘* What are we Americans? I will not pain 
you by an answer, which will simply repeat 
what other nations say of us. I will not re- 
mind you that the rest of the world looks 
upon our government as an experiment, 
and that not a few voices are already de- 
claiming that expériment a failure. 

‘**T will not repeat all that is said of our 
selfishness, our sordidness, our greed, nor of 
the contrast between our profession of faith 
in universal freedom and our practices of op- 
pression and bribery. 

Hope for This Country. 

“Rather will I tell you of the hope that is 
fn my heart, that it may be said of the 
American. people who, having in a hundred 
years subdued and emancipated a conti- 
nert, formed the deliberate resolution to 
subdue and emancipate themselves; that 
they are the people who, knowing only if 
men could be made wise and good, was it 
possible to have a government of the people; 
by the people, for the people; became lead- 
ers in that noblest of all crusades, the cFu- 
gade against ignorance and sin. 

“They are the people who freely gave 
their money, their time, their strength, thetr 
lives toward building up by: education a 
nation of freemen. 

* Republicanism means universal educa- 
tion or it means nothing, and the only claim 
I make for the kindergarten is that it is 
the true beginning of that ideal education 
to which, in virtue of his free birth, every 
American child is entitled.”’ 

Miss Blow was listened to throughout 
with the closest attention, and the charac- 
ter of applause indicated that the attention 
was intelligent and discriminating.

Omaha, Neb., May 8.—[Special.]+Tonight 
‘the indications are that Omaha may,have 
two Mayors Monday. 

Mayor Frank EB. Moores will assume the 
office by reason of ‘being the choice of the 
people, as expressed at the recent election. 

With the assistance of the police force, 
which is controlled by a fusion Board of 
Fire and Police Com«missioners, retiring 
ner Broatch says he will continue in cf- 

ce. 

Mayor Broatch's basis for refusing to sur- 
render the office to Col. Moores is that 
Moores still owes the county money for fees 
collected while he was district court élerk, 
and is therefore ineligible to hold office. 
Col. Moores denies that he is a defaulter 
and declares he will become Mayor at mid- 
night, and will serve from that time re- 
gardiess of MBroatch’s efforts. Broatch 
threatens to exercise a forcible resistance 
to any effort Mayor Moores may make to 
assume the pérogatives of the office. 

Broatch’s i ediate supporters openly 
boast that the entire police force of the 
city will be ready to support BroatcW in his 
pretensions, and if necessary the National 
Guard of the State will be called out to pre- 
vent Moores taking his seat. It is currently 
reported that the Board of Fire and Police 
Commissioners will support 
Broatch this morning met the board in a se- 
cret session in a private office in the City 
Hall. No secret was made of the fact that 
the purpose of the meeting was to appoint 
a Chief of Police who would be ready to 
stand behind Broatch Monday, They seemed 
to be ih dowbt whether Chief Sigwart would 
go tofhe lengths which they believed might 
be demanded, and consequently . they re- 
solved to make Charley Fanning. Chief of 
Police, to take effect Monday morning. The 
Commissioners say’ that they: are deter- 
mined to settle the Chief of Police matter 
at once, and if they cannot make Fanning 
they are ready to make some one else. 
The only condition is allegiance to the pro- 
gram that is laid down by Broatcn, 

The determination of Mr. Broatch is indi- 
cated by the fact that he and his lieutenants 
have made out a list df men who are to be 
appointed special policemen for the purpose 
of preventing Moores from taking charge of 
the Mayor’s office. These men have been 
enrolled in the office of Sewer Commissioner 
Winspear and they have been notified to hold 
themselves in readiness for duty. 

It is an open secret that Capt. Broatch re- 
l'es on the support of the City Council, or at 
leasts expects that the Council wiil refuse 
to take sides in the controversy. Ifall the 
members of the old Council who have not 
been reélected could be combined they would 
bave 10 votes, or a majority. But with two 
or three exceptions these Councilmen de- 
clared that they will not be a parity to the 
scheme proposed. The new Council will meet 
Monday night fer the purpose of organiza- 
tion. Everything points to an animated af- 
fair either about midnight Sunday or later 
Monday morning, 

This condition grows out of the recent elec- 
tion under the new charter. Mayor Broatch 
and Col. Moores are leading Republicans. 
Broatch was a candidate for reélection and 
was defeated by Moores. Legally about the 


permitting Moores’ assuming office Capt. 
Broatch made an effort to bring the case 
in that manner before the Supreme Court, 
but that body refused to take original juris- 
diction.

The terror at Paris drove everything else 
out of men’s minds for a aay or two, but it 
has yielded now to the superior staying 
powers of-the Eastern question, so far as the 
London preasis concerned. All day Wednes- 
day the wires across the channel were 
blocked with nearly 4,000 messages of fright- 
ened inquiry from London, where everybody 
ohe meets seems to have hada friend among 
the victims.’ Im one aspect the horror is 
unique. It moved through the cream 6f 
the French aristocracy, Hke nothing so 
much as a month in the Reign of Terror. 
Almost as many noble houses were thrown 
into mourning and distress by this dozen 
minutes of the flare of flames and the crush 
of frenzied women and children as were be- 
reaved by the guillotine in Robespierre’s 
bloodiest year. There are no longer many 
close ties of relationship between the En- 
glish and French aristocracies, but Italy, 
Spain, Austria, and the continental colony 
of Americans all get their share of the an- 
guish which distracte. Paris letters from 
friends there say the effect on the public 
mind and demeanor beggars description. 
The blackest day of 1870 is not comparable 
with it. There is a peculiarly grewsome 
euperstition haunting the thoughts of the 
people.- This month of May has always been 
a sinister one In French recorde. It was in 
May that the terrible fireworks disaster at 
the marriage of Marie Antoinette occurred; 
in May Paris was burned and the Commun- 
ards butchered; in May the Opera Comique 
was burned. It now flashes on the memory 
that in May a year ago occurred the hideous 
Moscow slaughter, and this gives a painful 
shiver to the nerves, even in philosophic 
France. Of course, all over Russia people 
soak it into their very marrow, as a direct 
omen of evil. Some refiection of this seems 
to have unnerved the Czar, for he delayed 
his telegram of condolence so unaccountably 
that Paris, even in its ectasy of grief, paused 
to ask iteelf what was the matter, and will 
never be quite sure that there wae not some- 
thing intentional in St. Petersburg’s long 
ellence. 


Duchesse d@’Alencon’s Romance. 

The Duchesse d’Alencon’s fate puts half 
the royal families in Europe into crape, and 
powerfully affects the general imagination. 
Her share in the amazing romance of the 
mad King, Louis of Bavaria, is recalled on 
all sides. He reached his highest note of 
rapture in thedays when he was looking for- 
ward to a marriage with her. He had her

den Palace, surrounded daily by fresh offer- 
ings of the costHest exotic fowers, and Bar- 
fus made ah engraving of her with the title 
of “Sophie, Queen of Bavaria,” under the 
King’s anxious supervision, from which 
thousands of impressions were printed and 
saved in secrecy, to be distributed through 
the kingdom on the day of the wedding. 
Then suddenly, some terrible revulsion oc- 
curred in the fantastic royal mind, the char- 
acter of which is stilla mystery. One moon- 
lit might the King burst an upper window 
open and hurled the bust out, nearly killing 
@ sentry on the terrace below, and had Bar- 
fus dragged from his bed to destroy by cor- 
rosive acid the plate of the engraving while 
the copies to the very last one were con- 
signed to the flames.

Volo, May 8.—{Copyright, 1897.}—On Easter 
Stnday I received special permission from 
the Queen to accompany eleven Greek nurses 
leaving Pirsus on the transport Thrace for 
Volo. I came suddenly as a volunteer with- 
out being accepted by the Red Cross and 
without wearing the uniform The people 
sent us forward with flowers, kind words, 
and cheers. Twelve hundred soldiers were 
on the transport. The embarkment was 
seen dimly by Bengal lights and enlivened 
by “ Zitos,” trumpet calla, and gun firing. 
The nurses were treated with great courtesy. 


hellis was disheartening. T believe these 
ynwarlike warriors and reporters helped in 
creating the panic here, 


Cerrupt Sources of News. 

It is discouraging to me, who loves the 
Greek cause, to find reporters upon whom 
the American and European peoples depend 
for news, densely ignorant of Greek history 
and comparing the connection between 
Greece and Crete to that between the United 
States and Cuba, whereas there is no anal- 
ogy in the two relations. Many correspond- 
ents, from ignorance of the language, get 
their knowledge second-hand. It is well 
known that the English sources of know!l- 
edge in Volo are corrupt. Merlin, the Brit- 
ish Consul, is like Billioti of Crete. His own 
people distrust him, and he is much blamed 
for the treatment of English nurses, who 
when going to him for protection were given 
the floor to sleep on. 

Thursday night four English ntrses sent 
by the Princess of Wales arrived, but left 
the next day by order of the Brit- 
ish Consul. Our wounded spoke freely of 
being deserted and left without orders. Since 
Friday panics have been of daily occurrence 
like intermittent fever at 5 o’clock each aft- 
ernoon.

GAYEST PEOPLE OF EUROPE IN 
HOPELESS DEPRESSION. 


Searchers Pursue Their Ghastly Work 
Among the Ruins of the Charity Ba- 
saar—No Attempts at Theft Are Re- 
ported, Though Many Valuables Lie 
About—Six Deaths Result from 
Shock to Relatives of Victims, In- 
cluding Twe Suicides.

Paris, May S—iGensciehe 1597.]—The 
Parisians, naturally the gayest and most 
volatile people of Europe, are still plunged 
in. hopeless depression over the calamity at 
the Charité bazaar. We are a city of mourn- 
Ing in the true sense. There is no talk, but 
only shuddering allusions to the catastrophe 
in the Rue Jean Goujon. AsI passed there 
this morning a few grimy searchers were 
stil pursuing their ghastly quest among 
the ashes. A miscellaneous collection ef 
limbs, carbonized shreds, and patches of 


human bodies, charred bones, incinerated 
lumps of clothing, with fragments of black-

imaginable, as we steamed past Aulis, of 


Homeric fame, through the narrows at 
Chalkis, with glimpses of snow-capped Par- 
nassus and a distant view of Thermopyiz 
and Lamia, up the Gulf of Volo. At Chalkis 
people crowded the quays and the soldiers

passed seven Greek ships off Aildipsos. All 
day the soldiers were much crowded, Dut 
kept perfect order, thbugh dancing; singing 
curious monotonous national sohgs, at din- 
ner, toasts to the greater Greece army, the 
nurses, and, lastly, the King. 

Arriving at Volo on Monday night I found 
the hospital of the Red-Cross at work witha 
full corps of nurses. The following day I 
found work. The military doctor asked for 
nurses to go to a girls’ school turned into a 
hospital, where I went. Fifty-five beds were 
put up in five rooms. The beds were made 
of two iron supports, two planks, and a sack 
of straw. The citizens brought coverings 
and night clothes. Later military supplies 
of Hnen were sent. ' As the wounded arrived 
they were puttobed. Wehadeleven the first 
night, twenty-five the second, and our great- 
est number was between fifty and sixty. 

At first I served with three Greek nurses; 
then two of them were withdrawn to an- 
other military hospital and the work was 
left to a Cretan woman with help from sol- 
dier nurses, ) 


Bravery of the Soldiers. 

I cannot speak too highly of the bravery, 
patience, and self-respect of the wounded 
Greek privates. All the wounds were gun 
shots and with two exceptions the balls had 
gone clean through. One Greek hero, fight- 
ing in the front rank, had four balls through 
him. One from shoulder to shoukder, a sec- 
ond through the arm, a third through the 
thigh, and a fourth through the foot. Our 
only fever case was that of a man who, hav- 
ing been for a month in the Larissa hospital, 
went to battle and after being wounded 
fought two hours. The men were consider- 
ate and uncomplaining in spite of the great 
difficulty in getting food, dressings, and 
bandages for this suddenly organized hos- 
pital.

It being holy week ft was extremely har? 
to bring soldiers to eat what was necessary 
for their strength. On Great Friday, as the 
Greeks name it, some of the wounded refused 
to eat. The fasting is especially severe this 
year, as the war is looked upon as «a holy 
swar, Beforeall, the Greeks seek the help of 
God. One pleasure in nursing the Greeks is 
Pies taseeh cumin oul 


all the wounded to Athens. Many remon- 
strated, believing in a few days to be able 
to fight again, and asked repeatedly if the 
nurses would go, too. Deception was neces- 
Sary to make them go quietly without us. 
One man, weak from his wounds, left his 
bed, dressed himself in his uniform, seized 
his gun, and insisted on gojng batk to Phar- 
sala. The men’s wounds in general heal 
quickly, owing to their temperate lives. 

On Monday night the Girls’ School Hospital 
was closed. The nurses remaining joined 
the forces at the hospital of the Greek wom- 
en, under the Red Crosse. We had to prepare 
stores for immediate shipment, as the Turks 
are five hours’ march from here. Last night 
I was called up at 12, and prepared to go on 
board a British or French man-of-war, but 
did not have to de so. 

Only one wounded man is left us now, but 
since the Greeks are fighting today—not fly- 
ing—we expect more wounded immediately. 
There are now at the Red Cross Hospital 
Mrs, Ralli, matron, and Miss Kalopohakis, 
a woman doctor, sent by the Union Greek 
women, two English nurses, nine’ Greek 
nurses, and myself. 


Im Fear of jhe Turks. 

I saw on my arival here that the people of 
Volo were not made of the same etuff as the 
Peloponnesians and the Bocotians. The 
fear of the Turks is something altogether 
unlike that felt for a civilized.foe, and asthe 
villages hereabout are unprotected it is not 
strange that families have fled panic-strick- 
en, first to this place and then to Athens, 
often making difficult the embarkment of the 
wounded on the transport boat. 

I have the word of an English nurse and 
an English volunteer, both from Larissa, 
that the Turks pile rubbish on the bodies of 
the wounded and burn tlfém. I have seen 
the knife with which the Turks cut the 
throats of the wounded last Friday. 

I saw Wallace Mackenzie, trembling with 
fear of his friends, the Turks, trying to get 
a berth ina ship taking away the wounded. 
We expect the arrival tomorrow of the hos- 
pital ship Thessaly, fitted up by the munifi- 
cence of Mrs. Negreponte, to carry the 
wounded between here and the Pirzeus It 
may seem best for all the nurses to leave on 
the Thessaly, but our wish is to be kept in 
the gulf as a floating hospital where the 
wounded could be received and kept safe. 

Thesituation is bad, but not worse than our 
own country after Bull Run,

At first the men grouped among the gris- 
ly ashes shivered and drew back their hands 
convulsively when they touched the palpable 
rémnant of a body. Now they have become 
accustomed to the grewsome work and pur-. 
sue it coolly atid systematically, as though 
it were their ordinary avocation. At the 
outset, when the firet vain, feverish, .ex- 
citing desire to rescue somé of the victims 
had passed away, the searchers lost heart 
and sickened and had to be primed with 
brandy to keep them going. 

Curiously enough, there have been no 
charges or even suspicions of theft, though 
countless valuables are known. to be lying 
amid the débris of the charnel house. Ser- 
geants are stationed around, patrolling im- 
passively. Smal! knots of people gather and 
talk in whispers as they gaze on the scene 
of so much unutterable agony and desola- 
tion. 


Aged Woman’s Sorrow. 


While I was there an old lady and an aris- 
tocratic looking young man drove up in a 
carriage and the young man reverently as- 
sisted the lady to alight. They were both 
in deepest mourning. The old lady gazed 
wildly at the ruins of the bazaar. Shetrem- 
bled violently and almost fell to the ground. 
T assisted in placing her in her carriage. 

A man whose face was wan with misery 
said to me: “‘ Her daughter—my wife—was 
there,” pointing with horror in voice and 
gesture. Then he sobbed like a child 

Such scenes are of constant occurrence, 
and some are even more poignantly tragic. 

Yesterday the widowed mother of one of 
the attendants at the ill-etarred bazaar, a 
robust-looking woman of 50, came with her 
other ohild, a boy of 12, to see the plece 
where the unidentified remains of her daugh- 
ter stilllay. She was advancing to the open- 
ing when she fell, a rigid mass, to the ground, 
dragging her boy with her. Onlookers 
rushed to her aid. She was livid; apoplexy 
had seized her, and she was hurried off, in- 


women, but defaced and blackened beyond 
recognition, 87,000 miscellaneous articles 
found in the ruins, including a few rings and 
fragments of clothing, but the bulk of them 
consist of knicknack and articles such as are 
commonly offered for sale at bazaars, 

In one case the searchers unearthed the 
bodies of two women clasped in each other’s 
arms. An attempt to separate them caused 
both to break to pieces, even the bones being 
charred. These were found under a sheet 
of zinc or iron, where they were baked by 
the frightfully intense heat as though ina 
crematory. Horrible incidents like this are 
multiplied by rumor almost indefinitely, but 
no doubt vivid imaginations have been at - 
work exaggerating the horrors which would 
seem to outdo, in their naked simplicity, the 
morbid fancies of a Poe. 

A friend of mine who was on the spot re- 
lates some curious facts. Thus, for ex- 
ample, when bodies were discovered he re- 
marked that in many cases that arms were 
held up tn the air, as if praying for divine 
protection. Others had their legs carbon- 
ized, while the rest of the body remained in- 
tact. Others again had their head, and arms 
burned off. In some cases the feet were 
missing. 


Frantic from Burns. 

My friend happened to see Gen. Munnier 
when he emerged from the flames. His 
face, body, and legs were fearfully burned. 
He shrieked and rolled himself on the 
ground, mad with the pain. One fireman 
pumped on him to lessen his sufferings. 
Then, jumping up, he rushed about like a 
lunatic into a trough of water close by, | 
Eventually he was seized by a policeman 
and taken into a neighboring house, where 
his wounds were dressed. He was then put 
into a carriage and taken home, but he aia 
not long survive, as you are aware. In 
another case a lady appeared at the door 
with a child, 

**Stop there, my little dear, while I go 
back and. fetch your sister, who !s in the 
crowd,”’ were her words. 

But she never returned. Strangely 
enough, the sister escaped, just how she did 
not know. 

But the dead are, after all, less to be pitied 
than many of the survevors. Every hour is 
adding to those who, waving escaped with 
their lives, are bereft of reason, of others 
who must live a life of indescribable agony 
for a few weeks, and of others still whose 
faces have been so awfully disfigured that 
they must exist only in seclusion for the re- 
mainder of their days. 

A movement has been started to purchase 
the plot on which the building stood and 
erect upon it a memorial church. 


D’Aumale’s Death Perhaps Suicide. 

A touch of added tragedy is given to the 
catastrophe by the sinister rumor, preva- 
lent today in the Foubourg St. Germain, 
that the Duc d’Aumale died, not from heart 
failure, but from an overdose of an opiate, 
taken possibly by accident, but, ft is feared, 
by design. The strictest reticence observed 
concerning the particulars of his last mo- 
ments, of which only a vague and unsatis- 
factory account its forthcoming, may be re- 
sponsible for this report. In Sicily there 
are no enterprising reporters to ascertain 
the truth, while in the case of royal person- 
ages all ordinary post-mortem regulations 
are relaxed in continental countries. 

A graphic personal experience has been 
given to me by a young student and att 
thor, Leopold Aujar, who is Secretary of the 
Chamuel Library, in the Rue de Savoire.

-A- few-seconds ‘later a flash lit ~ 
up the hall, and I soon saw that fire had 
éaught the drapery. We jumped up, over- 
turning chairs, and ran out. A young lady, 
who, I have since learned, was Mile.«de™ 
Rochefort, ran to the counter of the Duch- 
esse’ d’Alencon, who was conversing with 
another lady, without noticing that the roof 
over her stall was already taking fire, and 
cried out: ‘ The place is on fire!’ 


Suspected No Great Danger. 

**I did not think that the danger was immi- 
nent at this moment, and I was scarcely 
even anxious, so it was very tranquilly that 
I said to several people: "Tee piace ie: on 
fire. Leave quickly.’ 

‘*Suddenly the flimsy roof of the bazaar 
flamed up like a train of powder anda cry 
of fear burst from 1,000 throats. Everybody 
rushed towards the exit and a horrible crush 
ensued. Those behind could see that they 
would never get out. The fire was spreading 
rapidly and the etalls were beginning to 
catch. 

“ Silence followed the first shout of dismay, 
and I heard only the tramping of feet of the 
panic-stricken members, struggling and 
fighting to escape, broken by an occasional 
shriek of despair. The fire continued to 
spread and some of the people began mee 
other means of exit.

‘| SAYS TRANSVAAL HAS BACKED DOWK.

| Repeal of the Immigration Law by 


the Volksraad Is So Regarded 
im England. 


London, May 8.—Great importance is at- 
tached to the decision of the Transvaal 
Voelksraad, at a gecret session held at 
Pretoria, the capital, on. Wednesday last, 
to repeal the Transveal immigration law, 
The meeting was held to disouss the answer 
to be made to the eee of the British 
Secretaty of State for the Colonies, Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, who demanded a repeal 
of the law. 

The law was repealed; but it is explained 
this step wag taken not because the measure 
Was a breach of the London con- 
vention, but Because it was distasteful 
tO neighboring States. The Transvaal 
State’s-Attorney tendered his resignation 
in disapproval of the repeal. 

This action of the Transvaal Government, 
it is gaid here, clearly indicates a back- 
down upon the part of President Kruger and 
the Volksraad, and renders the chances of 
war remote. It is the most important con- 
cession yet made by the Transvaal, and re- 
moves the chief cause of friction, not only 
between the Transvaal! and Great Britain, 
but between Cape Colony andthe Transvaal. 
It was om this point that Mr. Chabmerlain’s 
dispatch took almost the form of an ulti- 
matum. 


INDIAN FAMINK FUND 18 $2,600,000. 


London Daily Chronicle Also Raises 
$45,000 for Greek Wounded—Prince 
ef Wales’ Hospital Fund. 


London, May 8.—The appeals to the charity 
of the Londoners are endless and are gen- 
erally answered generously. The Mansion 
House Indian famine fund fas now reached 
nearly the sum of £520,000 ($2,600,000), or 
£5,000 ($25,000), more than was raised dur- 
ing the whole course of the last famine. 

The Daily Chronicie within a week has 
raised nearly £9,000 for the Greek wounded. 

The Prince of Wales’ hospital fund alone 
hangs fire. The yearly deficit of the London 
hospitals is over £190,000 ($500,000), and the 
Prince hoped to raise £3,000,000 ($15,000,000). 
It is doubtful if even £500,000 ($2,500,000) 
will be obtained: but the Prince of Wales 
will personally address a meeting of bank- 
ers, merchants, and other prominent peo- 
ple in the city and will appeal for more 
money for the hospital fund. 


CASTS SLURS ON GERMANGOVERNMENT 


‘Conservative Member Says It Submits 
Passively to Injury Which Amer- 
lea Is About te Infict. 


Berlin, May 8.—During the debate today 
on the public worship estimates in the Lower 
House of the Diet Herr Jordan von Krocher, 
Conservative, proposed that the cost of the 
monument which Emperor William intended 
to erect to the memory of his father, Emperor 
Frederick, should be defrayed from the pub- 
lic funds, “ although,” he added, “* it is hard- 
ly right to burden the taxpayers during the 
present bard times, when America is about 
to inflict a serious injury upon Germany by 
tariffs, to which the government has passive- 
ly submitted.”’ 

Mr. Miquel, the Minister of Finance, de- 
nounced the imputation as being an unwar- 
ranted attack upon the government and upon 
the Minister for Foreign Affaire, Baron 
Maréchall von Bieberstein. 


WILLIAM'S OLIVE BRANCH TO FRANCE 


Sends Warm Exapressionus of Sympathy 
and a Floral Wreath om Ac- 
count ef Paris Fire. 


London, May 8.-—The disastrous fire on 
Tuesday last at the Paris charity bazaar 
gave Emperor William of Germany another 
opportunity to offer the olive branch to 
France in the shape of warm expressions of 
sympathy, which he foilowed up by send- 
ing a handsome floral wreath in behalf of 
himself and of the Empress, to be placed in 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame upon the oc- 
cabion of the requiem mass today for the re- 
pote of the souls of the victims, .

RETIREMENT OF MAJ.-GEN. WHEATON. 


He piswndle the Age of GB Years, of 
Which Forty-seven Have Been 
Spent in the Service. 


Denver, Colo, May 8—Maj.-Gen. Frank 
Wheaton retired from service in the United 
States army at noon today, having reached 
the age of 463 years, of which 
time forty-seven years have been 
spent in the service. At 11 o'clock 
the officers and employés of the Department 
W heaton's 
office and bade the General farewell He 
made a few appropriate remarks. 

Gen. Wheaton will leave Denver tonight, 
going Bast, and in August will sail for 
Murope, where he will spend the next two 
years. 

Col. Merriam will assume command of the 
department until Gen. Otis, the successor of 
Gen. Wheaton, arrives. Lieut. Langhorne, 
who has been an ald to Gen. Wheaton for 
the le t two years, will enjoy four months’ 
leave of absence, which will be spent in 
traveling in Europe. 


Maj.-Gen. Frank Wheaton was born in 
Providence, R. I., May 8, 1834. He was 
educated in the common schools and was 
afterwards engaged as civil engineer on the 
Mexican bounday survey. He feceived his 
commission as First Lieutenant in the 
cavalry in 1855, and up to the time of the 
war served at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., in 
Kansas, at Fort Kearney, Neb.,; Utah, and in 
the Indian Territory. 

He was promoted to Captain in 1861, and 
was afterwards given permission to accept 
the’ position of Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Second Rhode Island Volunteers in July of 
the same’ year, and within a month received 
a Colonelcy, and served at the battle cf 
Bull Run, and also with the army of the 
Potomac in the memorable campaigns of 
the Peninsula and Maryland, and for gal- 
lantry was appointed Brigadier-General of

volunteers in the fall of the following year. 
He commanded a brigade in the army of the 
Potomac during the next two years and 
also served in the Sixth Corps and gained 
much recognition by his conduct in the cam~- 
paign that led up to the final surrender at 
Appomattox. He was breveted Major-Gen- 
eral of Volunteers for bravery fn the latter 
part of the war, and later received brevets 
in the regular army toe the rank of Major- 
General for conduct and bravery in the bat- 
tlee-of the Wilderness, Cedar Creek, and 
Petersburg. 

Gen. Wheaton became Lieutenant-Colonel 
oftthe Thirty-ninth Infantry in 1866, and 
éight years later was appointed Colonel of 
the Second Infantry. He served in Dakota, 
Montana, and Nebraska in after years. 

The City of Washington was once saved 
by Gen. Wheaton in the Maryland cam- 
paign from Jubal Early, and for this he re- 
ceived the personal thanks of President 
Lincoln,

“It could be made the duty of such a 
body,” said Senator Cullom, “ to go through 
the tariff Dill at intervals and come to an 
agreement which would be beneficial to the 
people as well as the government. It might 
be. they would find.it necessary f make 
Suggestions only in regard to half a dozen 
or more items during the session, instead 
of going over and changing an entire bill, 
as has been the case during recent years. 

Anything pertaining to the tariff or its 
amendments could be referred to such a 
commission and they could make recom- 
mendations to Congress accordingly. “It js 
vested in Congress alone to make a tariff 
bill, and this power could not be delegated 
to a commission. 

“ By the appointment of such a body the 
President, as well as his party, would be re- 
lieved from any responsibility for making 
up a tariff measure and this would mean 
that the Democratic party would have to go 
out of business on that line. It would not be 
necessary to make a prohibitive tariff, but 
have a’measure framed in the interests of 
the people and for the proper support of the 
government. We have got to do this some 
eg or other and we may as well get ready 

or it.” 

Persistency and pertinacity on the part of 
officeseekers are having a tendency to make 
this an administration of signs so far as the 
conduct of affairs at the White House is con- 
cerned. In addijtion to half a dozen placards 
prepared by Secretary Porter for the pur- 
pose of keeping office-huntefs away from the 
Executive Mansion, two <ddditional ones 
have been prepared and were placed in posi- 
tion today. On the first placard was the fol- 
lowing inscription: ‘‘ The President and 
secretary are out and will not return to the 
office this afternoon.” This sign was dis- 
played conspfcuously on the door of Sec- 
retary Porter’s office and resulted in the 
complete rout of the genus officeseeker. 
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On the door leading to the Cabinet room, 
in which the President usually receives call- 
ers and transacts business, a placard was 
displayed which read as folows: ‘ The 
President is occupied with public business 
and will not see any more visitors today.” 

This rule, however, did not apply to a 
party of school children from Baltimore, 
about 500 in number, who came over to 
Washington to pay their respects to the 
President. An appointment had been made 
for the little folks, who were accompanied 
by their teachers, and the President passed 
a pleasant quarter of an hour with them in 
the east room. 


POSTOFFICE CORRUPTION DISCLOSED. 


Evidence That the Department Was 
Use@® by Democrats for FPo- 
litical Parposes. 


Washington, D. C.,.May 8.—The Commit- 
tee on Civil Service of the Senate today re- 
sumed the investigation of the operation 
of the law which was undertaken some 
time ago. Senators Pritchard of North 
Carolina and Chilton of Texas and President 
Proctor and Mr. George R. Wales of the 
Civil Service Commission conducted the 
proceedings. William W. Hill, former As- 
sistant Superintendent of the Free Mail 
Delivery, charged that there had been col- 
lusion’: between the Postoffice Department 
and the Civil Service Commission to violate 
the law by the employment in 1894 and 1895 
of fifty-nine spies whose employment was 
not authorized by law. Two of the inspect- 
ors, termed spies, Mr. Hill asserted, were 
brothers of Mr. Machen, Superintendent of 
the free delivery service. Sixth Auditor of 
the Treasury Howard had at first made 
violent objections to approving the accounts 
of these inspectors because they were not 
authorized by law, but afterward Mr. How- 
ard had been allowed the nomination of 
one inspector each quarter, and had allowed 
the disbursements. In the campaign of 
1894 six of the inspectors, Mr. Hill asserted, 
had been detailed to influence the votes of 
lettercarriers in the Fourteenth Congres- 
sional District of New York. Mr. Hill tes- 
tified that in Philadelphia the Cleveland ad- 
ministration had managed to get rid of 
many Republicans and old soldters on the 
letter carriers’ force in October, 1834, by 
evading the law. The inspectors had been 
assessed for the expenses of the Ohio cam- 
paign in 1895. To make arrangements for 
the assessment they had been massed in 
Chicago at a meeting on Oct. 31, which had 
been addressed by Mr. Machen, Superin- 
tendent of the free delivery service, who 
had gone from Washington for that pur- 
pose. That they might better bear the as- 
sessment the salaries of the inspectors had 
been raised from $4 to $5 a day in July, 
1895. 

The witness had informed Assistant Post- 
master-General Jones of this last matter. 
Mr. Jones had tokd him to keep his mouth 
shut, saying # was natural that Mr. Machen 
should want to help his friend Mr. Camp- 
bell in Ohio. Mr. Hill had brought the ques- 
tions of the unauthorized employment of 
the “spies” and the political assessments 
to the attention of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. President Proctor had told him that 
the commission had ne jurisdiction over the 
unauthorized’ appointments. Mr. Machen 
had informed the witness that former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt of the commission had au- 
thorized the employment ofspies. Evidence 
of the assessment had been given the com- 
mission, including evidence that Mr. Machen 
had declared that he would discharge the 
men who failed to pay the assessments. 
The witness had been informed that the com- 
mission made a report incriminating Machen 
and Bellman, but that the Attorney-General 
had quashed the charges. 

In the course of the cross-examination by 
Mr. Proctor of the Civil Service Commission 
it was developed that the commission had 
made a report on the mattervof political as- 
gsessments recommending to the Attorney- 
General, Mr. Olney, the ene an of the

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Way under the pressure of 300 persons, and 
the rush of air through the bazaar fanned 
the flames. Screams arose and the heat be- 
came intolerable. From the end, of the 
bazaar shadowy forms ran towards me, 
These shadows were on fire, and their arms, 
held up in the air, seemed to be torches. 
Then the tarred roof fell on the other halt 
of the bazaar, right on top of the crowd, 
wrapping them in flames. 


Like Human Torches, 

“All this had taken place within a few sec 
onds after my return to the bazaar. The 
flames were now rising high in the air, wath 
cries and screams mingled with their roar. 
l ran around the building, seeking a means 
of escape, and saw other human torches, 
which seemed to come from the black heap 
against the wall, which could be seen through 
a gap in the side of the bazaar. 

“The inside was how a mass of flames, 
and between the furnace and the wall a 
roasting seemed to be inévitable. But a 
man in a white apron appeared at an iron- 
bound window and began striking the bars 
and calling out: ‘This way! Thie way!’ 
Everybody rushed towards the window, in 
front of which a new crush now took place. 
But nobody had any strength left, and the 
rescuers easily pushed back those in the 
way. I waited my turn. Meantime no more 
torches came from the black heap, which 
comtinued to burn. There were nearly 100 
persons there, some of whom fell to the 
ground when the partition gave way, others 
falling over them. But the heap still moved, 
showing that all life was not extinct. 


Rescue Fearfually Slow. 

“The work of rescue by the window 
seemed fearfully slow. The flames reached 
us, although we were over thirty yards from 
the building. 

** Suddenly, five persons on fire rushed out 
of the bazaar—three little girls, a little boy, 
and a stout lady. The latter fell and was 
a mass of flames in an instant, burning like 
dry wood. The children reached us and are 
saved.

CLEVER WORK BY NORTH DIVISION 
HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS. 


First-Year Youngsters Submit a Num- 
ber of Devices for Reversing Ther- 
mometers Used in Deep-Sea Sound- 
ing—High Order of Merit Shown in 
Illustrating a Difficult Problem in 
Applied Mechanicsa—Teachers Sur- 
prised at Excellence of Designa. 


HIRTY-THREE models of devices for 
taking the temperature in deep-sea 
soundings are hanging in the biological 
laboratory of the North Division High 
School. That the number its not 8388 is 

due to the action of the school authorities 
in nipping in the bud the inventive genius 
of the pupils. Principal Westcott had been 
reading one day about various clever bits of 
mechanism made by children and became in- 
terested in the subject. Going to Prof. 
Walter, instructor in physical geography, he 
said: ; 

“Why wouldn’t it be a good idea to see 
what the first year pupils of this school can 
do in the way of devising some useful ap- 
paratus? Give them a chance to work on 
something that requires brains and will in 
itself show that they understand the real 
principles and uses of the models they may 
make.”’ 

Prof. Walter selected as thw subject the 
taking of temperatures at the bottom of 
bodies of water. Thisisa matter which calls 
for delicately arranged instruments, the 


making of which has hitherto been confined | 
to mechanics of a high order of skill. The 
approximate exactitude of temperatures is 
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application of mechanical genius Prof. Wal- 
ter gives the palm to Master Thornton. All 
the designs submitted by the boys and girls 
named are exceptionally good, but it is con- 
sidered that, without disparagement to any 
of them, it may be said that those made by 
young Thornton are a little the best. Thorn- 
ton turned in six different models, one being 
an electrical device, which successfully with- 
stood a severe test. Unfortunately, it was 

‘sabled by an inquisitive schoolmate who 
wanted to master its workings, and has 
been withdrawn by the maker for repairs. 
Among his other inventions is a wheel with 
a fan-ilke projection to which a thermom- 
eter is attached. While the wheel is being 
lowered through the sea with the sounding 
weight the pressure of the water keeps the 
thermometer in an upright position, but the 
moment the apparatus touches the bottom 
the wheel turns, allowing the thermometer 
to drop beneath it, and in this position. it 
remains while being hauled back to tho 
ship. Another consists of a thermometer 
which is kept upright by a heavy weight at 
the end of theline As this weight reaches 
bottom the relief from the Strain causes a

considered an important detail in deep-sea 
soundings, and the efforts of experts 
have for years been directed to the securing 
of apparatus that will give the desired re- 
sults. The method most generally employed 
is to send down on the sounding line a ther- 
mometer so arranged that it will invert itself 
automatically when the sounding weight 
touches the bottom. This thermometer is 
made with the tube constricted or narrowed 
ata given point. Acting under theinfluence 
of the temperature the mercury is forced 
past this constriction, the aperture being so 
small that the inversion of the instrument 
prevents it from running back into the bulb. 
By this device it is possible to ascertain the 
exact degrees of heat or cold at the bottom 
of the sea. 


Difficult Problem for Children. 


What Prof. Walter asked the first year 
pupils of the North Division High School 
to do was to make working models of orig- 
inal devices for causing the thermometers 
to invert themselves at the proper time. 
This must be done just as the sounding 
weight touches the bottom. If the mercury 


turn before the bottom is reached, or after 
the reeling in of the line has been com- 
menced, the record of temperature is not re- 
liable. With a full knowledge of the difficul-~ 
ties of the problem Prof. Walter thought he 
had set a hard job before his pupils and said 
so to Principal Westcott. But, as subse- 
quent events proved, he did not appreciate 
the inventive capacities of this particular 
colony of boye and girls. Most of them had 
never heard of a deep-sea sounding appar- 
atus and it is a certainty none of them had 
ever seen one. It was this fact that caused 
Mr. Westcott to say: 

“ Better give them some subject they are 
conversant with. It’s hardly fair to expect 
them to do anything with a matter that puz 
gles the best of experts.”’ 

“ Well, it won’t do any harm to let them 
experiment,” replied Walter. “I don’t look 
for much success in this line, but we can wait 
a few days and if nothing comes of it I will 
give them another subject to work out.” 


Models Come In Too Fast.

generation are pretty sure to come from 
ranks of the pupile of 
High School. Girls as 
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of a cigar box an arrangement which seems 
to work smoothly. It consists of a standard 
to which the thermometer is fastened by a 
folding hinge, with one end projecting down- 
ward. On being lowered the tube is turned 
up against the standard and held in place by 
two small bar catches. Pressure on the pro- 
jecting end forces the tube up just far 
enough to throw it out of these catches, and 
on being thus released a weight near the 
top causes it to drop over into the desired 
position. 

One of the youngest inventors, BE. H. Ly- 
berg, a lad of 14, has made an apparatus 
that works by pressure on a sliding upright 
beam, disengaging a clutch to which the 
thermometer is attached by loops from each 
end. As the clutch drops one of these loops 
falls off and the tube turns into place. 

While it was the intention to confine the 
competition to first-year pupils, several 
models were submitted by those of the sec- 
ond-year grade. Among the best of these 
are two contrivances made by Leonard Me- 
lander, both of which are worked by the 
action of the water instead of pressure from 
striking the bottom. As the second-year 
pupils have a more advanced knowledge of 
applied mechanics, it was considered unfair 
to bring the designs turned in by them into 
competitive comparison with those made by 
younger boys and girls, and a second contest 
for the older pupils has been arranged for. 

Collection a Remarkable One. 

“TI consider this the most remarkable col- 
lection of its kind in the world,” said Prin- 
cipal Westcott. “The models are crude, 
of course, but there are a number that show 
a surprisingly high order of genius. Boys 
and girls who can figure out a knotty prob- 
lem like this and accomplish so much in the 
way of mastering mechanical details must 
be pretty strong in inventive talent. Here 
is one, you see, that is made of a strip of 
cardboard, two small bits of lead pencil, and 
a few inches of string. Itis a rough-looking 
affdir, and was made by a girl, but, so far 
as we are able to tell by the trials we have 
made, it will do the work for which it is in- 
tended. Owing to the nature of the mater!i- 
als used in its construction Prof. Walter 
has been unable to test it in water, and some 
of the other devices are handicapped by the 
same trouble. One thing in favor of young 
Thornton’s models is that they are all made 
of metal and susceptible of practical tests. 
Prof. Walter has given all of them a trial, 
and feels satisfied there is more than ordl- 
pary merit in them.”

From this point there is a gradual descent 
to the Guggigietscher Galerie, where, at a 
height of 3,293 meters, the cars will pass along 
the top of one of the steepest walls of the 
mountain, a precipice of 1,400 meters sheer 
descent. From there a tunnel carries the road 
on a sharpincline straight to the summit of 
Jungfrau, 4,100 meters above sea level. 

And yet, at the terminus of the road, the 
actual summit is not yet reached. The real 
apex isa ledge of rock that shoots up sixty- 
six meters higher, but with a crown so nar- 
row that the railroad cannot reach it. So the 
passenger will dismount and enter a tower 
through whose interior an eievator quickly 
lifts zim to the supreme point. 

The elevator will be worked by a dynamo 
whose power comes from a hydraulic motor 
utilizing the waters of Lake Luchinenin the 
Lauterbrunnen. Within the tube is a wind- 
ing staircase so that travelers not caring to 
use the elevator may reach the summit afoot. 

All the tunnels and stations are to be light- 
ed by electricity and connected with the world 
below by telephone and telegraph. Near the

MOVING AWAY FROM THE PEOPLE. 


“Is This to Be the Policy of the Epis- 
copal Church?t” Asks the New 
York Sun Editorially. 


New York Sun: The Rev. Dr. Rainsford, 
preaching at Trinity this week, made cer- 
tain assertions, generalizations, criticisms, 
and suggestions, among which were the fol- 
lowing: 

I have witnessed the sad spectacle of nine- 
teen churches moving further up-town. Can any 
man pe blind to the fact that it has been and is 
the policy, nolens volens, to take spacious 
churches away from the people who most ur- 
gently need them? 

The Church, let me tell you, is the only safe- 
guard of society. .The time will come when rich 
men, realizing this significant truth, will give 
their millions to build churches, not for them- 
selves to enter, but for the people. 

These people for whom I plead cannot pay for 
churches; they cannot, many of them, even pay 
for food and shelter. 

Endowed churches will meet the demands of this 
emergency. 

Another thing we want is freedom of speech in 
our pulpits. Bndowed churches will help us here 
also. Let your ministers be free from financial 
obligations to their parishioners, so that they may 
look at rich men and poor men alike, knowing 
no man’s fear and bowing to no man’s favor. 
Let no one or two men hold a parish by the 
throat. 

In this day, the man who seeks to establish a 
trust in religion, no matter how good his motives 
may be, will be handed down to hatred and con- 
tempt. 

The sin of our times is the giving of too much 
prominence to wealth. 

We hem and haw; we wait for a cue. The 
times in which we live demand something more 
than that. Let your clergymen be absolute and 
beyond the control of monetary considerations. 

Itads remarkable that theery of insufficient 
church accommodations in the lower part 
of the town because of the removal of so 
many churches to the northward comes 
from Protestant ministers almost exclusive- 
ly, and from Episcopal ministers more espe- 
cially. The removal of a church from a 
particular district would seem to be an indi- 
cation that it is no longer needed there, and 
gust go away to save itself from decay. 

The religious character of the population 
in the lower part of the town has changed 
radically during the last generation, and 
churches which formerly supplied the de- 
mands of the residents are out of place 
there. The vast majority of the population 
could not be induced to enter Protestant 
churches even if they were on every corner. 
The Koman Catholic priests of the great 
parishes in these districts are tireless in the 
performance of their duties and functions. 
For the large Jewish population numerous 
Synagogues are provided. All told, there are 
something like 160 churches and synagogues 
and missions in the region below Fourteenth 
street, to which Dr. Rainsford referred, and 
actually there is no such deficiency of re- 
ligious privileges as he assumes. 

The churches which are most prosperous 
epiritually in this city are not endowed: 
and generally, it may be said, when a church 
is this country requires an endowment to 
keep it going, it does not appeal to the hearts 
of the people and is without warm and 
vital faith. Great Catholic churches are

Success of Two American Girls. 

The genuine musical talent of American 
girls, and particularly of Chicago girls, was 
much in evidence at Mme, Marchesi’s mu- 
sicale given last week. 

Only two stars appedred on the program. 
They were both American girls—one Miss 
Blanche Sylvanna and the other Miss Rose 
Ettinger of. Chicago, already mentioned in 
the columns of THp TRIBUNE. Miss Sy!l- 
vanna is unquestionably an artiste; Miss 
Ettinger possesses a remarkable voice. Both 
achieved success, and both will secon claim 
the attention of the public. Miss Sylvanna 
is a diminutive little brunette of 19 or 20 
with an almost unlimited amount of mag- 
netism. One could not call her voice great, 
nor is it strong, but it vibrates with the 
feu sacrée, and she sings with the compre- 
hension of an artist. Miss Sylvanna is one 
of the simplest, most unaffected little Amer- 
ican girls one could hope to find and she is 
an immense favorite with every one. Her 
real name is not Miss Blanche Sylvanna, 
but Miss Peacock, and she has lately won 
the nickname of “‘ Little Peacock ”’ through 
a droll incident which happened the other 
day. Mme. Marchesi invited Mme. Melba 
to hear her pupils sing and at once the great 
diva took a fancy to the little American 
singer. Crossing the room, she asked her 
about her voice and finally her name. Fora 
moment the littlesinger regarded Mme. Meiba 
full in the face, and then, as if satisfied, re- 
plied: ‘“‘My real name is Peacock, just 
Peacock, but Mme. Marchesi thinks Miss 
Bianche Sylvanna looks better on the pro- 
gram.””" Neediess to say, the naive reply 
delighted.Mme. Melba, who holds frankness 
in high esteem, and “ Little Peacock,” as 
Mme. Melba calls her, has already had 
more than one proof of the @iva’s good will 
toward her. 

Miss Ettinger is certainly a singer who 
will attract attention. Her voice, while 
totally lacking in warmth of tone, is almost 
marvelous in range. Her singing reminds 
one of a flute, and no note seems too high 
for her totake. In appearance she is slight 
ar.d by no means tall, but she possesses a 
good presence and is never nervous—a rather 
remarkable quality for a young singer. She 
has just returned to Paris from Germany, 
where she has sung in public with much 
success and where she will shortly fill a series 
of engagements.

Pictures in the Salon. 


Far superior to the poor exhibition of 
pictures shown at the salon of 1896 is that 
of the present year. In fact ft is many sea- 
sons since there was such a rivalry among 
the artists of the world as is shown ir the ex- 
cellent works sent for the competition of 
1897. Much of this, of course, is due to the 
bitter struggle now going on between the 
two prominent schools of painting, the es- 


*tablished academic schoo) and the impres- 


sionist school, and it looks like a death strug- 
gle with the survival of the fittest, or per- 
haps the merging of the two into one great 
school of painting. ) 

Certainly it must be admitted that the 
works of such masters as Manet and Claude 
Monet have ied to a revolt among the young- 
er element and have had, as a whole. a bene- 
ficial result in encouraging greater original- 
ity in art. 

There is nothing to be regretted im tye 
coming struggle betweem the schools of 
painting. It will not fail to benefit both. 
Impressionists in art, a& in literature, have 
carried realism to a ridiculous extremity— 


incomprehensible even to themselves—while | 


for a long time a noticeable apathy has char- 
acterized. the work of the painters of the 
old school who have seerhed to have lost ail 
inepiration and to have developed into mas- 
terly craftsmen, thoroughly finished in the 
art, but without strength or originality. Ist 


done much to advance them in public favor. 

One feels it almost a sacrilege to value a 
painting by the price it brings, but after all 
money is a great power and people do not 
part with it without feeling convinced of 
having in return an equal value. By careful 
observation of the recent public sales it is 
evident that the old school of academic 
painters Ras suffered in public opinion and 
the works of the impressionist masters have 
risen in favor. It is only a short while ago 
that Claude Monet’s “Les Glacons” brought 
14,000 franes at an auction. Ten years ago 
he offered it for less than 500 francs. .With 
these facts before them ft is no small won- 
der that the older school of painters have, 
for the salon of 1897, entered into what 
promised to bea bitter fight for supremacy. 


Miniatures Are Popular. 

Of the miniatures sent to the Salon this 
year it is remarkable to note the numbers 
done by American wamen, who seém to have 
taken up theart of doing “ pictures in little ”’ 
with a will. No doubt the marvelous suc- 
cess of Amalia Kiissner in miniature work 
has had its influence upon her country- 
women, but the fact remains that to minia- 
tures American artists seemed to have 
turned their atterftion. 

There are some excellent examples of 
work among the miniatures accepted by 
the jury of the Salon. 

After all which has been recently said 
against pastel work it has received no end 
of favor this season, and particularly from 
society, and it is the rage to have one’s por- 
trait in pastel. Madeleine Lemaitre has just 
completed an excellent likeness of Lady de 
Grey, the London beauty who is always so 
prominently connected with the affairs of 
the musical world and who is a patron saint 
of the opera. 


Concert in a Catacomb. 


Not content with the ordinary interpreta- 
tions of mournful music amid the usual sur- 
roundings.of the average concert hall or 
theater, the faddists of Paris decided to 
hear Chopin’s “‘Marche Funebre” and 
other similar selections within the tombs of 
the dead, and chose the catacombs of Paris 
for their concert. By dint of bribery two 
workmen were found who lent themselves te 
the scheme, and to thé wrath of the French 
authorities a midnight concert was recently 
given in the catacombs by the artists of the 
Opera, the Colonne and the Lamoureux 
orchestras for the benefit of these novelty- 
seeking faddists, who not only invaded the 
city of the dead but actually arranged the 
bones of the crumbling skeletons into what 
they considered fitting designs for decorative 
purposes. Certainly never were the “ Marche 
Funebre’’ and the “‘ Danse Macabre” heard 
to better advantage than in the grewsome 
vaults invaded the other night, and the 
presence of such men as Fernand Bourgeat, 
Secretary*General of the Conservatoire; 
Paul Poirier, Henri Brispot, the painter; 
Jean Lorrain, the poet, leads one to wonder 
what next will be desired by those possessed 
of the morbid mania for realism. The pro- 
gram aiso included the choral and funeral 
march from “ Perses,’”’ which was actually 
conducted by the author, Xavier Leroux. 

The search for new sensations seems to 
consume a certain artistic set in Paris, and 
led to this recent extraordinary concert. 
The desire to feel the sensations which in- 
spfred Chopin when composing his melan- 
choly march actuated men of supposed com- 
mon sense to desecrate the home of ths 
dead for this inner circle of faddists. 

To Explore Africa. 

A desire for the exploration of Africa 
has taken possession of Frenchmen during 
the last few months, and there are now three 
distinct parties on the way to. the court of 
Menelik. Just what the dusky King will 
do with his visitors remains to be seen, for 
he may find the presence of such a retinue 
somewhat “ de trop,” particularly as Prince 
Henri of Orleans and M. Bonvalot, the 
leaders of two rival exploring parties, have 
had a serious falling out, and are not likely 
to make things pleasant for each other in 
Africa. But the exploring parties are not 
the only ones ready to start for Africa. Com- 
mercial instincts have inspired another class 
of men to interest themselves in African 
matters. One enterprising fellow is pre- 
paring to start for the Menelik regions 
with a number of pigs, which he hopes to 
land safely, and in future to make the in- 
dustry of the country pork-packing. It is 
no doubt a question with those of thoughtful 
minds as to how the pigs will ever be landed 
in Africa, and just how such an industry 
could be carried on in a savage country—yet 
to judge from a French point of view Chi- 
cago is to have a rival in one of its greatest 
industries. 


Mierobe of Baldness. 


It has remained for a French scientist to 
discover the microbe of baldness, which he 
hes been since carefully cultivating in the 
hope of arriving at a sure method of extermi- 
nating the supposed cause of baldness. 
Should he succeed it is possible that theaters 
will be deprived of that interesting epectacie, 
the bald~headed row.

M. Sabouraud, the discoverer of the microbe 
of baldness, show that whatever it is he has 
discovered, one fact remains certain—that a 
portion of it placed on a rabbit caused all of 
its hair to fall off, and leads to the hope that 
scientists may prove more useful than hair- 
dressers In the cure of baldness. ;

The Bishop 
would do well to make the rounds of repre- 
sentative industrial establishments where 
men sit ten hours a day doing useful and 
artistic work, and at nighttime do not drink, 
gamble or fight, like the mechanics he ac- 
cuses without any evidence whatever. In 
twenty long years spent In traveling up and 
down this land, doing business with thou- 
sands of large mills, I have never seen the 
oppression of workingmen by employers 
which the Grover Clevelands, Bishop Potters 
and others of their ilk are orating about 
to the damage of the business community. 
There is no country in which there isa closer 
bond of active syfhpathy and mutual good- 
fellowship than exists between the mechanics 
and manufacturers of the United States. 

As for the harm that has come to our 
country by -the use of labor-saving ma- 
chinery, no one takes any stock in that the- 
ory except half-cracked old women, who 
loiter around the halls in which our public 
spouters yowl on the evils of the times. 
As a matter of fact, the introduction and use 
of labor-saving machinery in our country 
has opened foreign markets for machinery 
and manufactures of metal, wood, and 
leather which amount to $40,000,000 per 
annum. This morning there came to one of 
our factories which makes labor-saving 
machinery an order from Germany which 
will employ 2,000 mechanics ten hours a 
day for six months. This establishment 
only nine. miles from this city, employs 
men who sit at machines all day long, but 
instead of going mad, drinking, or gam- 
bling, these men have built within five years 
a church which cost $310,000, an orphan- 
age, an cold men’s and women’s home, en- 
dowed several beds in a hospital, founded

STREET RAILROAD PROFITS. 

Tur Trisvune printed yesterday the sub- 
stance of that part of the report of the 
Bareau of Statistics which relates to the 
street railroads of this city. The data con- 
tained therein were compiled by Prof. BD. 
W. Bemis, who is an expert at this kind of 
work. The facts set forth by him regarding 
the enormous profits of the street railroads 
would attract attention under any circum- 
stances. They will attract special atten- 
tion at this time when the roads are striving 
to get a fifty-year franchise afd the right 
to charge 5 cents during all that time. Prof. 
Bemis reveals the value of the stake the 
roads are playing for. 3 

There are today in Chicago, according to 
the report, about 700 miles of surface lines, 
which can be duplicated—exclusive of the 
franchises, of course—for forty million dol- 
‘lars. This is an excessive estimate, for in 
the event of duplication the more costly 
cable system would be replaced by the much 
cheaper trolley wires. The cables are bound 
to disappear before long anyway in order 
that the less expensive electric power may 
be used. Twenty-five millions would build 
lines which would have the same working 
power as those in existence now. 

But assuming that forty millions is the 
correct figure, then there has been placed 
on the lines a capitalization of more than 
double that amount, and on all this capital, 
except in the case of a few new lines, good 
dividends are declared regulariy. Prof. 
Bemis states that— 

This immense capitalization without a corre- 
sponding investment aptly illustrates to the in- 
itiated the unearned increment in such cases, but 
deceives the general public as to the amount of 


the exorbitant tribute levied by the owners of 
city franchises. 


When the dividends get so large that the 
men who manage the companies are afraid 
to let the amount be known they double the 
stock to reduce the dividend rate or they 
issue certificates of indebtedness to stock- 
holders. The public must be deceived in 
some way. 

Most of the transportation business in 
this city ig done by three companies, which 
began nearly forty years ago with a total 
capitalization of $350,000 and have a cap- 
italization now of $61,690,000, or twice 
what the properties could be duplicated for. 
The following figures prove this statement: 

The maximum cost of duplicating the Chi- 
cago City railway is. $11,431,160, or $62,052 a 
mile, although it is capitalized. at $16,619,500, or 
$90,216 a mile, and this capital had a market 
value in March, 1897, of $28,619,500, or $155,855 
@ mile, and at times has a fourth more value. 

The West Side system, which can be dupli- 
cated for $13,380,716, or $66,033 a mile, is 
capitalized at $30,201,000, or $149,500 a mile, and 
its securities have a market value of $36,679, 10v, 
or $181,024 a mile. 

The North Chicago system, which can ap- 
parently be duplicated for $6,927,750, or $68,951 
a mile; is capitalized at $14,780,900, or $146,346 
a mile, and these securities are worth today 
$24,610,400, or $243.667 a mile. ce 

It will be seen that the West and North 
Side roads are capitalized for over $55,000 
a mile more than the South Side system. 
That is not because it cost more to build 
them, but because Yerkes-played financial 
| tricks with them. About half the stock of 
the South Side road and all the stock of the 
two other roads and over one-fifth of their 
bonds represent no tangible value. ‘The 
only value they represent is that of the 
right to occupy the streets, granted them by 
the city, for which it receives no compensa- 


tion. 
The following table shows how much bet- 
ter the rights of the people are protected in

The average profit seems to be 15.53 per cent in 
the three systems. If the more probable coat of 
duplication of $60,000 a mile be accepted, the 
average profit becomes 16.94 per cent. 


The companies wish to reap these—and 
greater—profits for the next fifty years, and 
all they are willing to pay the citizens of 
Chicago, who are the donors, is 3 per cent, 
or one-thirty-third, of the *’ gross earnings.” 
And if they get their bills passed they will 
contend that “‘ gross earnings ”’ are gross re- 
ceipts less the operating expenses, and will 
endeavor to put the city off with about 1% 
per cent of the gross receipts. 

Enormous as the profits of the roads are 
they dodge taxation and fail to bear their 
just proportion of public burdens. The 
three great roads paid last year $253,000, or 
only 2.12 per cent of the gross receipts. 

The Chicago roads secure such abnormally low 
assessments that they save in general taxes, as 
compared with even the low assessed property in 
the heart of Chicago, far more than they pay in 
car licenses and all other special taxes, aside 
oo paving between the ,rails and two feet each 

On the question of what the roads can 
“afford to pay for the franchises they enjoy 
Prof. Bemis says: 9 


If the companies paid 20 per cent of their gross 
receipts to the city in addition to all present pay- 
ments, or if the fare were reduced to four cents 
and no more rode, the three companies would still 
make 1.2 cents on every passenger, or from 8.22 
to 9.22 per cent of the cost of duplication, accord- 
Ing as the latter is taken from $28,535.70 to $31,- 
739.62, or from $56,800 to $66,400 a mite. 


But if the roads were given a fifty-ycar 
franchise in a growing city like this they 
could afford to give one cent on each fare 
to the city and to charge only four cents for 
a ride,

Mr. A. L. Hamilton, a committee clerk at 


Springfield; states in a letter to Tue Car- 
caco Tripune that as he was sitt:ng in the 
seat of Representative Flannigan on Fri- 
day talking with another member, VW. C. 
Garrard, Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture, called him out into the corridor 
and, mistaking him for Flannigan, offered 
him $2,000 for his vote the moment the 
Humphrey bills were signed. Hamilton 
told him he would consider the motter, and 
went back and told the circumstances to 
‘the member with whom he had been talking 
and to a newspaper correspondent, and sub- 
sequently identified Garrard before wit- 
nesses as the party who had offered him the

Mr. Garrard to say that he denies the ac- 
cusation. 

‘Ninety-nine men out of a hundred, look- 
ing at the case from the facts as presented, 
with their opinions subject te modification if 
different facts are established, will believe 
that Hamilton has told what he understood 
to be the truth. They will be further led to 
this conclusion because there is no apparent 
motive for Hamilton to get himself mixed 
up in such a story. He is only an employé 
of the House. He has had nothing to do 
with the Humphrey bilis. Thereis appar- 


a story or implicate a man entirely un- 
known to him. As far as appears he did 
not know Garrard, had no grudge against 
him and no object in injuring him. 

From another point of view it is easy to 
understand why Garrard should deny Ham- 
ilton’s statement, whether it is true or un- 
true. While Hamilton is not a member of 
the House, it is, nevertheless, a serious mat- 
ter for a person occupying the position of 
Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture 


to bribe some one, thinking he was a mem- 
ber. It is a fact well understood that the 
people who are trying to put the Humphrey 
bills through are resorting to all sorts of 
agencies and employing all sorts of agents, 
that they are offering to pay cash down, to 
give options on stock, and to give oflices, and 
| that they are using corrupt influences of all 
kinds to get votes. There is nothing in- 
herently impossible in the idea that this 
State Board representative is one of these 
agents. 

Meanwhile the House must investigate 
this suspicious business thoroughly. It can- 
not afford to ignore such a circumstantial 
story of bribery. The facts and all the 
facts must be brought out. The people will 
watch the future course of Flannigan also 
with great interest. He has stated that he 
is opposed to the Humphrey bills. If he 
votes against them on Wednesday his record 
will be clear. If, on the other hand, he 
votes for them it will be assumed that some 
agent of the railroads made no mistake in 
searching him out and perverting him. Now 
let us have the investigation, and let it be 
thorough. 


THE CHANGES OF SIXTY YEARS. 

Victoria, Queen of Great Britain and Ire- 
land and Empress of India, ascended the 
throne on June 20, 1837, at the death of her 
uncle, King William 1V., and was crowned 
at Westminster Abbey on June 28, 1838. 
The political and geographical changes 
which have occurred during the sixty years 
intervening since her assumption of power 
are so remarkable as to deserve some con- 
sideration. The Statesman’s Year Book 
for 1897, by a valuable series of compara- 
tive maps, has indicated these changes so 
that they are easy to trace. 

In Europe, Great Britain, Holland, Bel- 
gium, France, Spain, Portugal, Switzer- 
land, Italy, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
and Russia occupy practically the same ter- 
ritory in 1897 as in 1837. During these 
sixty years. Denmark has lost Schleswig- 
Holstein to Germany, Austria has taken in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. Turkey has lost 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, Servia, Montenegro, 
Roumania, Thessaly, and a strip of Epirus, 
while its old Province of Bulgaria is now 
only tributary. In Germany the German 
Confederation of States, after the Franco- 
Prussian war, was united with Prussia in 
the new German Empire. Russia has 
gained a little in Turkish territory, as has 
Greece, though the latter may now lose all 
it gained as the outcome of its ill-fated war 
with Turkey. 

In Asia there have been many changes. 
Turkey in Asia remains: about the same, 
having lost to Russia only a small part of 
Armenia. Persia, Afghanistan, and Ba- 
luchistan are unchanged. -On the west 
Russia has taken in the whole of what was 
Tartary in 1837, and now comes down to 
the Persian and Afghan frontiers and has 
recently obtained a concession for the ex- 
tension of ‘its trans-Caucasian raiiroad 
south through Teheran, capital of Persia, 
to the Arabian Sea, which will make it a 
still more formidable competitor of Great 
Britain. On the east it has stretched down 
through a considerable portion of Man- 
churia, has secured a terminus for its trans- 
Siberian road in the latter part of that 
province, and has control of Port Arthur, 
while its influence is dominant in Corea. 
Little Japan, as the outcome of its war with 
China, secured the rich Island of Formosa. 
In 1837 France had no foothold in Asia; now 
it holds the whole of Anam, including the 
important province of Tonquin. In 1837 
the Dutch had only a portion of the East 
Indies; now they hold all of Sumatra, Java, 
and Celebes, and all but a small strip of 
Borneo. In 1837 Great Britain had buta 
little strip of India; now it has added to its 
area nine-tenths of that great province and 
swept in Burmah. Its area in India is 
nearly a million and a half square miles 
and its population nearly 300 millions. Be- 
sides the provinces under direct British ad- 
ministration it indirectly controls native 
states covering an extent of 595,167 square 
miles, with over 66 million population. Itis 
now a great empire and dignified by the ad- 
dition to Victoria’s titles of that of Bmpress 
of India. 

In sixty years the Continent of Africa has 
been revolutionized. In 1837 Turkey held 
Egypt down to the line of Abyssinia, Barka, 
Tripoli, and Tunis. France held a little 
strip of Algiers and a small island off the 
coast of Madagascar; Spain a portion of 
Morocco; L’ortugal a little strip of Lower 
Guinea on the west coast, and Great Brit- 
ain a foothoid in Sierra Leone and a portion 
of Cape Colony. All the rest of this great 
continent of 11 million square miles, four 
times the size of Europe, was occupied by 
ignorant, superstitious native tribes and 
substantially unknown to the world. In 
1897 all of Africa, except a small part of the 
Desert of Sahara, Khartum, and a patch of 
a few square miles south of the Congo Free 
State, is divided up among the nations and 
has been brought under the influences of civ- 
lization. Great Britain. holds Basutoland 
(northeast of Cape Colony), Bechuanaland, 
Cape Colony, British Central Africa (a 
large strip north of the Zambesi River), the 
Central Africa protectorate to the south 
and west of Lake Nyanza, the East Africa 
protectorate, the Uganda protectorate, the 
Zanzibar protectorate, Mauritius, Natal, 
the Niger Coast protectorate and Niger 
territories, Rhodesia in South Africa, Zu‘u- 
land, and the Gold Coast, Lagos, Gambia, 
and Sierra Leone in West Africa, Germany

and the Transvaal are the only free States 
in Africa. In 1837 the great Nyanza Lakes 
were unknown, the Congo River was known 
only to the falls, little or nothing was known 
of the Niger or Zambesi, and the Nile only 
to the third or fourth.cataract. 

Turning to North America, the British 
possessions remain about the same, except 
that under the Polk slave-holding adminis- 
tration while we were grabbing from Mex- 
ico we let go fifty or sixty thousand square 
miles of Oregon and gave that area to the 
British, and also kindly allowed them to 
take ten or twelve thousand more square 
miles of Eastern Maine. The United States 
has gained during the sixty years Texas, 
New Mexica, the Gadsden purchase, Cal- 
ifornia, Utah, the west half of Colorado, 
part of Wyoming, all of Nevada, being near- 
ly half of Mexico, and Alaska, purchased 
from Russia. In 1837 Centrai America 
was known as the United States of Central 
America. Since then two or three of its 
little States have united for seif-defense. 
In South America there have been no great 
changes of territory, except that Spain has 
been driven out here and there. The Port- 
uguese Emperor of Brazil has been sent 
home and that country is now a republic, 
and the Cubans are trying to free them- 
selves from Spanish domination. Australia 
in 1837 was only a penal colony with a few 
sheep ranches, Now it is the most im- 
portant British colony, with four millions of 
people. It is richer than Canada and ex- 
ports gold, wool, beef, mutton, and wheat. 
New Zealand also is rapidly filling up and 
has a rich soil. 

These, in brief, are the changes which 
have occurred during the sixty years since 
Victoria ascended the throne. Sixty years 
from now who shall calculate the changes 
which will be made or the wonderful influ- 
ence of the processes of civilization ? 
RELIGIOUS DOCTRINES OF EGYPTIANS. 

The religion of the ancient Egyptians, as 
it has come down to modern times, is so re- 
plete with Inconsistent and opposing be- 
liefs that it cannot be embodied in any one 
succinct creed. All attempts to formulate 
the various texts into a system have failed, 
but Dr. Alfred Wiedemann, professor in the 
University of Bonn, has “sorted out the 
separate pieces composing that motley mo- 
saic presented by the Egyptian belief in 
higher powers,” and the result is an intelli- 
gible series of distinct doctrines. An En- 
glish translation of the work, which was 
called “ Religion of the Ancient Egyptians,” 
has been published, and the most interest- 
ing chapter is that devoted to the Osirian 
doctrine of immortality, which seems to 
have had the greatest number of Egyptian 
believers and is allied closely in many 
points to Jewish and Christian dogma. 

The doctrine was complete in all essen- 
tials, even in pyramid times, and is based 
on the fact of a life beyond the grave full 
of happiness throughout all eternity for all 
whose earthly lives have been worthy. A 
follower of this doctrine believed primarily 
that when a man died only his lifeless hulk 
remained on earth. This was embalmed, 
coated with asphalt until it became a mum- 
my, that might remain unchanged for 
thousands of years in the dry climate of 
Egypt, laid away in a sarcophagus with cer- 
tain specified rites,-more or less complicat- 
ed, depending on the wealth of the subject, 
and then presented with offerings, either di- 
rectly or through the gods, their value again 
depending on the wealth of the survivors 
or the provision made for this purpose by 
the subject while he was alive. These offer- 
ings were generally of a material nature 
designed to sustain the traveler on his way 
to the land of immortality. There were 
many variations or elaborations of these 
customs, but all having the same basic 
idea, just as there was a great variety of 
conceptions of the nature of the immortal 
element of a man which we call the soul. 
Some called this the ka, a sort of spiritual 
counterpart of man, which was released at 
death into an independent existence. Again 
it was called the ab, or heart; and the ba, or’ 
soul; and the khaib, or shadow, but each be- 
ing a different idea of that same element of 
immortality which the various sects were 
striving to grasp. The Osiris, however, was 
the immortal counterpart of the mummy 
and comprised the conception of immortal- 
ity which was most prevalent. But all 
these conceptions arising in separate piaces 
were united in the one doctrine of immor- 
tality, “‘the Egyptians apparently not dar- 
ing to set aside any for fear it should prove 
to be the true one.” 

History doe not trace when this fusion of 
beliefs took place, but it is made clear that 
the Osirian doctrine dominated all the 
others, and an effort at consistency was 
made by the theory that all the other im- 
mortal elements united with the Osiris 
after the Last Judgment. Preference ap- 
pears to have been given to that theory be- 
cause the Egyptians based their hopes of 
eternal life on the God, Osiris, after whom 
this religious belief Was named. The Osir- 
ian soul was assured a safe but arduous 
journey to the “ Hall of the Two Truths: 
Truth and Justice,” where “beneath a 
canopy. sat Osiris, the good being, the lord 
of life, the great God, the King of Eternity.” 
Here is an interesting description of the 
judgment: 

Before Osiris sat the forty-two Judges of the 
dead, each summoned from a different city of 
Egypt, each to pronounce sentence upon the de- 
ceased with regard to some particular sin. The 
Osirian soul was received by the goddess or god- 
desses of truth. He proceeded to speak in his 
own justification, declaring that he had not com- 
mitted any one of the forty-two sins, and the 
truth of his words was tested by weighing his 
heart in the scales against the symbol of truth. 
If the dead was found to be righteous, he received 
back his heart, the rest of the immortal parts of 
his soul were reunited in him, and he was azain 
bullt up into the man who had walked the earth, 
but who now entered upon new and eternal life. 

It is not related what became of an 
Osirian soul if the judgment was adverse. 
It is believed that the soul was supposed to 
die a second death, followed by annihila- 
tion. The confession the soul.was expected 
to make was exclusively negative, and the 
declarations throw considerable light on the 
standard of morality that prevailed, show- 
ing it was of a high order, Some of these 


are as follows: . 

I have not committed fraud and evil against men. 
I have not oppressed my fellow-men. I have not 
diverted justice in the judgment hall. I have not 
know meanness. I have not, as Overseer. caused 
@ man to do more than his day’s work. I have not 
given way to anxious care. I have not been weak. 
I have not caused a slave to be ill-treated by his 
overseer. I have not brought any to hunger. FE 
have not caused any to weep. I have net com- 
mitted murder. I have not wrought deceitfully 
against any man. I have not spoiled the bread 
of offering in the temple. I have not added to the 
weight of the balance. I have not taken milk 
from the mouths of children. I have not taken 
cattle in their pasture. I have not taken-in nets 
the birds of the gods. I have not taken the fish) 
in the fish ponds of the gods. % 

There are confirmations from many 
sources of this emphasis laid on morality, 
and Dr. Wiedemann speaks of many ex- 
amples of papyri containing exhortations 
to. good conduct “in verbal expressions 
that recall the collection of Proverbs in 
the Bible, the wisdom of Solomon, and 
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He poicts out that in th :

by Prisse and named after him, which dates 


‘from the Twelfth Dynasty, the fifth com- 


mandment is found in almost identical lan- 
guage: “ The son who hearkens to the word 
of his father, he shall grow old thereby.” 
It is not difficult to understand how Chris- 
tianity made such an easy conquest of the 
Egyptians when there was 80 much akin to 
it in the Egyptian religious ideas. 


THE TWELFTH WARD ASSAILED 

It is a dreadful thing to incur the dis- 
pleasure of Lorimer and Hertz. The 
Twelfth Ward has been unfortunate enough 
to anger their High Mightinesses, and its 
cititens of the Republican faith are now to 
be punished therefor. 

This spring the Twelfth-Warders were 
bold enough to favor a candidate for the 
Mayoralty whom Lorimer and Hertz did 
not like. These two men threw out nearly 
half the Downey delegates from the ward, 
and thus defeated him in convention. But 
that was not punishment enough for the 
ward, which is too independent and objects 
to boss rule. So the powers that be decided 
to dismember it and make it less formidable.

The Twelfth is one of the great Repub- 
lican wards. When Swift ran against Hop- 
kins it gave him 3,600 majority. But, like 
Cresar’s Gaul, it is to be divided into three 
parts because its Republican voters will 
not bend the knee to Hertz and Lorimer. 

Two of these fragments will be repre- 
sented by Democratic Senators and one by 
a Republican. The three districts ainong 
which the Twelfth Ward is scattered will 
send to the House five Democrats and four 
Republicans, as follows:

There is not enough of the Twelfth Ward 
in any one district to have any weight in its 
nominating convention, so the ward would 
not be likely to get a single representative 
it could call its own. The Tenth Ward— 
Lorimer’s—will boss one district, the Ninth 
another, and the Thirteenth another. 

This is the way in which a ward is to bé 
treated because the Republicans who live 
in it have dared to call their souls their own. 
TS the Legislature going to perpetrate such 
an outrage as this? Is not Senator Case, 
who lives in the Twelfth Ward, going to 
protest? Or is all his time taken up in 
making himself agreeable to Mr. Yerkes? 
Will the Twelfth Ward House members 
submit to this dismembering? ° 

Lorimer and Hertz sat down on the 
Twelfth Ward this spring. When election 
day came it voted: Harrison, 5,692; Har- 
lan, 5,174; Sears, 2,146; Hesing, 522. If 
the policy of punishing the Twelfth Ward is 
kept up how much of a Republican majority 
will it give in 1898? The “rule or ruin” 
policy of these two men must not be suffered 
any longer or the Republican party will be 
flat on its back next year. 


BISHOP POTTER AND “MACHINERY.” 

Bishop Potter in an address delivered in 
New York before the Church Association 
for the Advancement of Labor ascribed to 
machinery and labor-saving inventions the 
chief eause of the misery and discontent 
among laboringmen. He pictured at some 
length the woes of the toiler consequent on 
the inroads of these “ new inventions,” and 
generally sustained an argument that seems 
somewhat extraordinary coming from a 
man so enlightened. The . fundamental 
weakness of the Bishop’s position is his as- 
sumption that the only way the poor can 
be benefited in this world is by decreasing 
the productive power of machinery. It 
would follow from this that if wage-work- 
ers produced little they would get little pay, 
and as more labor would be put in every- 
thing produced cost prices would jump up, 
as these prices would be regulated by their 
equivalents in labor. 

When Gen. Grant visited China he was 
told by Li Hung Chang, in a discussion con- 
cerning the industrial condition of the em- 
pire, that what China most needed was a 
first-class engineer who could find out how 
to restrain the Yellow River from overflow- 
ing. Grant agreed to send such a man to 
China, and later kept his promise by sending 
Lieut.-Gen. J. H. Wilson, his old cavalry 
leader. Gen. Wilson spent some time in 
China, where he was received with open 
arms, and made a careful study of the in- 
dustrial situation. The Chinese Govern- 
ment facilitated his work in every way pos- 
sible, providing him with the best assistants 
obtainable. At the end of a year he madea 
report on the results of his labors, denion- 
strated how the river could be kept within 
its banks, how the grand canal could be re- 
paired and locks built. He subsequently 
wrote a book embodying more minute de- 
tails of the condition of the Chinese. He 
showed in this book that China had 350 
millions of people, five times the number of 
inhabitants of the United States at that 
time, but that the total products of every 
description of the country in a year were 
less than one-half the total in the United 
States. The Chinese wore only rough cot- 
ton stuffs, woolens were practically un- 
known, and the few rich alone were able to 
afford silk. The staple food, and in fact 
almost the only food, of a majority of the 
Chinese consisted of rice, a handful suf- 
ficing for one person for a day, while a few 
of the better class fared more sumptuously 
on eggs, fish, and occasionally vegetables. 
The average man in the United States eats 
ten times as much meat as a Chinaman, 
drinks more milk, and in fact consumes 
more of every kind of edible. He would 
starve to death if he were limited to the 
supply with which the Chinaman must be 
satisfied. That isin a country where there 
is no machinery. There are no steam en- 
gines in China belonging to the Chinese, and 
yet China is full of coal. In Gen: Wilson’s 
time there were only fourteen miles of rail- 
road in the big empire, and the coal was 
brought to the ports in whe fit- 
teen days being required to bting the coal 


own. They have the Bishop Potter idea 
in an exaggerated form, and do not like 
steamers because the steamers yrould cut 
off the usefulness of thousands of junks 
and small boats, In this’benightgd condi- 
tion the Chinese have lived for 10,000 
years. If the entire population should 
suddenly move away and China be 
swept clean of al human life there would 
be nothing left to show that man had lived 
in the land except a few piles of clay. For 
there are no brick houses and there would 
be everywhere evidences only of utter pov- 
erty. And yet Chinese are supposedly an 
abstemious and industrious race. | They are 
a non-complaining people. The workman is 
paid from ten cents @ day in copper to twen- 
ty-five cents in silver, and is satisfied. Itis 
a country without machinery, with the in- 
ventive faculty dormant, imitating little, 
improving nothing, and. where one inhabi- 
tant does anything on modern lines ninety- 
nine do as they did under Confucius 3,000 
years ago. 

The condition in India, another non-ma- 
chinery country, is much the same, except 
where it has been exposéd to the influences 
of the British or French, India now has 
20,000 miles of railroad, while China is in 
its first hundred. But the improvement in 
India has been caused entirely by the use of 


labor-saving devices, the general condition | 


of the people keeping pace with the spread 
of civilization. In Turkey, Persia, and all 
of Asia, where European influence has not 
penetrated or gained 4 foothold, machinery 
is practically unknown, and so is civiliza- 
tion. The natives remain semi-barbarous. 
They are worse than slaves, - They are 
scarcely above the condition of the brute. 
They are where they have been for cent- 
uries and where they will remain until the 
pall of darkness is dissipated by the march 
of civilization as exemplified in machinery. 
The conditions in Africa are no better. 
There is nothing there of any extent ex- 


cept an ignorant, servile, superstitious sav- 


agery. It is “ blest,” im the Bishop Potter 
sense, with an absence of science, which 
means an absence of knowledge and ma- 
chinery. 

In Mexico, again, the aborigines of the 
country, peons, work for 20 cents a day, 
while our wage-workers are cursing labor- 
saving machinery and the rich because they 
do nét get over $4 or $5 for eight hours’ 
work. The only parts of the world where 
there is any real happiness are those which 
bave been blessed with science and ma- 
chinery, and the happiness is great in pro- 
portion to the extent of the spread of science 
and the use of machinery. Think what it 
has done for the United States. We have 
200,000 miles of railroad between cities, be- 
sides the many hundred thousand miles of 
street railroads within cities. These rail- 
roads have a million people on their pay- 
rolls whose earnings care for two or three 
million more dependent on them, and the” 
total of their wages is something like 800 
millions of dollars a year. Where would 


| these millions of people be but for labor- 


saving machinery? Yet Bishop Potter would 
be happy without railroads, and he seriously 
asserts that all this labor-saving machisery 
is a curse to the labor workd! The subject 
apparently is beyond the Bishop. He should 
stick to religious dogma and fight shy of po- 
litical economy, in which he isn infant. 
He is a blind guide leading the blind. If 
his ideas were.carried out three-quarters of 
the population of the United States would 
starve to death. If he wants to do geod to 
the poor he should show them that aé fast 
as the power of man to produce commodities 
increases it makes life easier, and gives in- 
creased wages, and increases the purchasing 
power of those wages in the same propor- 
tion. That is the reason why men today are 
paid twice as many ounces of gold for a 
day’s work as their fathers, and the work- 
days are only half as long, and the purchase 
ing power of the gold is twice as great. 


THE Atchison (Kas.) Globe is of the opinion 
that too much interest is manifested in a 
national flower and thinks something should 
be done for the ‘“ national disease ’’ rheu- 
matism.

The efficacy of 
this potent liquid in other complaints is well 
known to Kansas people. The drug store 
archives of the State show it to be in great 
demand for “ disease of cold,” “ stomach 
disease,”’ ‘* colic,”” and ‘‘ cramp in the heel,”’ 
to all of which maladies the Kansan is 
peculiarly liable and which are generally 
epidemic throughout the State. There is no 
reason why the rheumatic-stricken victims 
of Kansas should suffer, nor is there any 
excuse for committing suicide, as hinted at 
by the Globe. Self-destruétion is not only 
foolish, but involves expense for caskets, 
flowers, and undertakers’ services, which are 
onerous enough even in flush times, Let 
them pin their faith to Kansas joint water 
and throw their crutches atthe prairie dogs.

CHINA'S HEW GREAT -MAN. 


14 Hung Chang Displaced by. His 
Former Client—Sheng Ta-jen , Now 
Absolate Master of the Mest Impor- 
tant Chinese Commercial and Finan- 
cial Enterprises — Great Railroad 
Schemes Which He Is Expected to 
Posh. 


London, May 7.—Signs are not wanting to 
show that the late war has awakened the 
Chinese mind to the fact that this is the 
nineteenth century. The man of the hour 
in China, according to letters just received 
here, is Sh@ng Ta-jén, the new Director- 
General of Railways. Shéng is evidently a 
man of the very highest ability and astute- 
ness. He first came to the front under the 
protection of Li Hung Chang, when the 
great @iceroy was at the height of his power, 
and noéw bids fair to reverse their former 
relations of patron and client. He also 
gained the support of Li’s chief rival, Chang 
Chi Tung, and has convinced the Bm- 


peror of his intelligence—doubtiess by the { 


usual costly process. Shéng at the presefit | 
moment is absolute master of the most im- 
portant Chinese commercial and financial 
enterprises. He has entirely in his own 
hands the Chinese telegraphs, which were 
made by Li Hung Chang, and also the great 
fron works of Hanyang, which were erected 
by Chang Chi Tung, to initiate the indus- 
trial independence of China. These latter 
he obtained by stepping in at the moment 
when they had utterly exhausted the re- 
sources of their founder. Again, as director 
of the China Merchants’ company, he con- 
trols the most powerful commercial and 
shipping enterprise in Chinese hands. He 
has also created the new Imperial Bank of 
China, which will give him the control of 
future financial operations. 

Shéng was appointed Director-General of 
Railways last autumn, although he had no 
personal connection with the only railway 
actually existing in China, the Shanhali- 
kwan-Tientsin railway, now being pushed 
on to Pekin. He has now managed to ob- 
tain the issue of an imperial edict incorpo- 
rating this line with his own great scheme 
of a trunk line frem Pekin to Hankow. 
Though this success has been obtained by 
the usual Chinese methods and with the 
usual Chinese object in view of self-enrich- 
ment, it will probably prove an important 
step forward in the development of the 
material resources of China and the open- 
ing up of some of the greatest undeveloped 
markets in the world. 

For some time®past a Belgian syndicate, 
credited with powerful French official and 
unofficial backing, and a number of Ameri- 
can syndicates have been negotiating with 
Shéng for the Pekin-Hankow line. The 
most important of the American syndic- 
ates are represented by Serator Washburn 
and M. Bash. But Shéng will have nothing 
to do with the syndicates, and before at- 
tempting so great an undertaking as the 
Northern Trunk line he is going to try his 
hand on something smaller and more re- 
munerative. The Pekin-Hankow line will 
be 900 miles long, and the route presents 
certain grave. difficulties, notably the Yel- 
low River. The line Shéng contemplates 
immediately is one of only 200 miles, with 
an easy route through a rich and populous 
country, connecting the towns of Woosung, 
a Hangchow, Soochow, and Ching- 

ang. 

When an office was recently opened. in 
Shanghai for the railway directorate, bids 
were invited for the supply of tools and'road 
materials for the Shanghai-Woosung por- 
tion of the lina. The great keenness of 
foreign agents to obtain a footing in Chi- 
mese railway promotion is strikingly shown 
by the fact that no fewer than forty-two dif- 
ferent firms sent in bids to supply only 
$1,500 worth of tools. Foreigners are allowed 
to bid for only such rolling stock, locomo- 
fives, and gear as are unobtainable in China; 
the supply of all road materials wil! be con- 
fined to Chinese hands. It is very uncertain, 
however, what proportion of the rails, etc., 
Shéng will be able to get from his Hanyang 
iron works. Hitherto their working has 
been disastrous, but a Pittsburg expert, H. 
Kennedy, has lately been appointed manager 
and is expected to work great improvement. 
The total length of this Shanghai-Woosung 
branch will be about eleven miles. Its gauge 
~—which has been adopted for all the imperial 
Chinese lines—is the American 4 feet 8% 
Inches standard. The new line is practically 
on the site of an old one which was opened 
under foreign management in 1876, but local 
opposition was so strong that the promoters 
goon sold it to the native authorities. A yéar 
later it was torn up, owing to the jealousies 
of Chang Chi Tung and Li Hung Chang. The 
new line should certainly give an impetus 
to trade generally, but whether it will benefit 
Shanghai and its. foreign settlements is an- 
other question. Chinese officials are sup- 
posed to be desirous of making Woosung, 
instead of Shanghai, the great shipping cen- 
ter of the Far Edst, and with this object in 
view have refused to deal with the Woosung 
bar, which prevents the largest steamers 
from going up river to Shanghai itself. If 
railway rates prove low enough to compete 
with the existing cargo boat system this ob- 
ject may in time be accomplished. 

The adoption of a forward railway policy 
in China does not, however, mean any sur- 
render of the old prejudices against “ the 
foreign devils.’"’ The government still shows 
bad faith, especially in Hangchow and Soo- 
chow districts. The foreigners’ right to buy 
land, for instance, is admitted fully in the- 
ory, but practically it has been nullified from 
the outset by the imprisonment and ill- 
treatment of the native sellers. 

It is important to notice the deeper political 
reasons Sheng Ta-jen has for preferring to 
open this smaller line to at once proceeding 
with the more ambitious northern scheme, 
Since Hangchow and Soochow have been 
opened as treaty ports, the likin barriers on 
the Grand Canal have ceased to exist, and 
with them disappears the chief objection to 
railways. The stubborn opposition to trunk 
lines in the interior of China lies far less 
in any aversion on the part of the people to 
innovation than in the fact that the officials 
throughout the empire recognize clearly the 
danger thereby threatened to the abominable 
system of illegal taxation on which they 
thrive. Another difficulty to railway devel- 
opment in China has also to be faced. The 
right of the State to compel sales of land 
for public use has never existed in China, all 
Chinese tradition and policy recognizing the 
inalienable right of the landowner to the soil. 

In addition to the projects already de 
scribed, it seems likely that Sheng will un- 
dertake the construction of a line from Can- 
ton to Kau-lung. A further favorable sign 
of enterprise is to be seen In the construction 
of a ten-mile line from Hangchow to the 
terminus of the Grand Canal. This !{s to be 
begun at once, and is quite independent of 
Sheng’s government railways. The scheme 
should prove highly beneficial in the devel- 
opment of commercial relations between the 
great markets of Chekiang and foreign coun- 
tries; for Hangchow, a trading center with 
a population of a million, has till now suf- 
fered from the difficulties and expense of a | 
long codlie porterage from. the city to the 
nearest spot where goods can be shipped on 
the canal.

BARLEY- RAISING A SIN IN MAINE. 


Puritanical Fanatics Take the Ground 
‘That It Is Very Wicked to Do 
Anything of the Sort. 


The brewing of malt and distillation of 
alcohol are and long have been regarded as 
very wicked by many people in Maine. But 
down in the big Aroostook country the 
farmers, or a portion of them, are actually 
up in arms against a proposition to increase 
their prosperity by the cultivation of barley 
as a crop. Frank Jonés of Portsmouth, N. 
H., who uses a vast amount of barley in his 
breweries and who is also very largely in- 
terested in Maine, conceived the idea that 
it would be a good plan to have enough 
barley for his use produced on the fertile 
plains of Aroostook instead of sending to 
Canada for most of what he uses, as he has 
to do now. The Secretary of the State Board 
of Agriculture and the State land agent 
thought the idea a most admirable one. An 
urrangement was made whereby Mr. Jones, 
at his own expense, sent several carloads 
of barley into the Aroostook region, and 
Land Agent Oak undertook to supervise its 
distribution among the farmers. 

One would have supposed that the tillers 
of the soil would have been grateful for such 
aid and opportunity as were thus grati- 
tously offered to them. But they were not. 
Far from it. Instead of meeting with grati- 
tude and commendation the State’s agent 
has had to face what is described as “a 
storm of opposition.” The Aroostook 
grangers are up in arms against barley and 
barley raising. The members of the Houlton 
Grange has formally condemned barley-rais- 
ing for beer-making purposes, and as no 
farmer can be absolutely certain that, if he 
raises barley and sells it, it will not be used 
for the manufacture of malt, it is obvious 
that they have practically pledged them- 
selves not to raise any barley, except for 
their own use. It is asserted that the 
grangers in every town in the county have 
joined the county temperance league in “a 
crusade’ against what was intended to be 
a beneficent project. The clergymen have 
joined in the hue and cry against the grain.

The Turkish soldier is a fanatic, and.sees 
in his Sultan the head of his religion, and, as 
that religion teaches him that the greatest 
rewards and the richest gifs in his paradise 
to come are won by those who die in battle, 

he fights to death with a willingness born of 
“his unshaken belief in the promises of the 
Koran, and when stirred by religious fervor 
he is a fiend incarnate, rejoicing in carnage 
and utterly incapable of fear. 

The great Sultans of Turkey have led their 
troops in person. When Constantine, the 
jast of the Eastern Emperors, fighting val- 
fantly against odds of fifty to one, fell on 
the walls of Constantinople, it was Mahomet 
Il, at the headof the Moslem hosts, who rode 
through the great Dreaches in the wall, slay- 
ing as he went, until he rode into the nave 
of St. Sophia and let loose his savage sol- 
diery upon the poor fugitives—priests and 
momen who had sought shelter there. 

On one of the pillars in the south bay of 
the great sanctuary, far beyond reach from 
4he pavement, is pointed out today the 
mark of the econqueror’s bloody hand, where, 
riding high upon the dead bodies of the slain, 
he smote the marble célumn, crying: “‘ ‘There 
is no God but God, and Mahomet is his 
prophet!’ and close by another huge col- 
umn bears a great gash, said to have been 
made by the stroke of his sword; when he 
marked the Christian Church for his own. 
Abdul, the Faint-Hearted and Weak. 

Th strange contrast to this flerce conqueror 
is the present Sultan, Abdul Hamid II., the 
well-meaning but faint-hearted and weak 
monarch, who lives concealed from his peo- 
ple in a state of almost perpetual personal 
terror in the small Yildiz Kiosk, or Star 
Palace, about three miles from Pera, and 

parated by the Golden Horn and the entire 
Huropean quarter from the great Moham- 
yedan quarter of Stamboul, where the prin- 
cipal mosques, the bazaars, and the public 
offices of the government are situated. 

Abdul, is the twenty-eighth Sultan since 
the conquest of Constantinople, and is now 
in his Sth year. Under his rule the Otto- 
man Empire has lost some of its fairest con-_ 
quests, In 1877 the war with Russia began, 
jasting nearly a year, and but for the inter-. 


would have marched into Constantinople. 
As a result of this war the Sultan practically 


Europe, and Ardahan, Kars, and Baotum, in 
Asia. : 

When I saw him three years ago he was a 
' dark, thin, careworn little man, looking not 
unlike the late Jay Gould. Me did not lack 
a certain appearance of wearied dignity, 
despite the look of suspicion and unr«st in 
his dark, sunken eyes. It is said that over 
four hundred plots to assassinate him have 
been unearthed: many of .these have no 
doubt been carefully prepared by officers of 
the court and then discovered by them at the 
right time to reap a reward for their vig- 
lance and gain favor ‘in his eyes, but even 
if many of these conspiracies are bogus, 
they must prove rather wearing on a man 
who has never shown any sign of physical 
courage and is said to be ruled through his 
fears for his personal safety. 

I attended & Selamlik, and was after- 
wards, by mearis of a firman from the §Sul- 
tan, allowed te inspect his treasure cham- 
bers and permitéed to drink sweet sherbet 
and eat grap¢ jelly in.one of his palaces, 
where this rather insipid refection was 
served with great ceremony. I had survived 
& former experience, however, in an inter- 
view with a General of division, .Eumer 
Ruschdi Pasha, commandant of the Fifth 
Corps of the Turkish army, when I was 
obliged to partake of the same refreshment 
with the addition of a fig paste, early in the 
morning before I had- breakfasted, as the 
Pasha jield his levees before the heat of the 
day, so I was prepared for the Sultan’s 
grape jelly, and only wondered if he took 
the, Same precaution fom his guests as for 
himself and had his Grand Vizier taste whai- 
ever was set before them, an occupation 
which must be a trifle cloying and in time 
Prove fatal to the Grand Vizier’s figure, 
even should he be fortunate enough to es- 
cape the poisons of the plotters. | 


Feast of Beiram. 


At the Feast of Beiram it was customary 
with the former Sultan to observe the cere- 
mony of the Selamlik on a much grander 
Scale than on ordinary occasions. The great 
imperial white and gold kaik, 100 feet long, 
manned by twenty-six picked oarsmen, with 
the Sultan reclining under a golden canopy 
at the stern, flew through the water at the 
hedd of a flotilla of gorgeously decorated 
boats, in which followed the members of his 
éuite and the pashas. 

Salutes were fired from ships and batteries 
and then the procession drew up at the old 

lio Point, where horses and gorgeous 
equipages, escorted by troops of cavalry, 
were waiting to convey the ‘“*‘ Defender of 
the Faith” to prayers: but Abdul Hamid is 
-@ nervous man, and does mot mean to ex- 
bose himself to the possible attacks of con- 
®pirators or bombs of Anarchists, and so for 
years he has not left his own palace grounds 
except to traverse the distance of a few hun- 
dred yards which separates the Yildiz Palace 
from the mosque of the Harhidieh, when he

Then the horses are 
again hitched to the broughams in the yard. 
and the ladies of the household are trundled 


back to the harem after their exciting morn- 


ing, and the pale little Princes, in patent 
leather riding boots and tight-fitting uni- 
forms, follow along on their beautiful Arab 
steeds; and when all are safely in the palace 
grounds and the great gates are closed, the 
troops march away, with bands playing and 
banners flying, and the visitor is allowed to 
emerge from the guard-house. 


Abdul’s Secluded Life. 

It seems incredible that the ruler of a 
freat nation should be content to live 
in such seclusion, and through his 
personal cowardice voluntarily deprive 
himself of. all knowledge -of his peo- 
ple and his state, save such as he can 
€ain within the walls of his palace from his 
ministers and advisers. I have been told 
by a Turk, who has access to the Sultan and 
knows him well, that he has often seen his 
Majesty upon the streets of the city dis- 
guised by a false gray beard and followed 
by one or two faithful attendants, endeavor- 
ing to discover for himself the real condition 
of ‘his capita! and his people in the manner 
of Haroun at Raschid, the Caliph of Bagdad: 
but I doubt if this be anything more than a 
kindly fable devised by a loyal subject: to 
relieve his ruler from the contumacy attach- 
ing to his timorous behavior. 

The Turks have a proverb which says, 
** Rather the gallows than exile,”’ and al- 
thq@igh the boats of the Sultan’s navy, which 
jie rotting in the Golden Horn, are little bet- 
ter than a lot of old coal barges, there is no 
doubt that the Turk will fight desperately 
and well to retain his European capital if 
put to the test, but the struggle against the 
combined powers of Europe, or even Russia 
alone, could only end in one way, and then, 
sorrowfully and reluctantly, as the Moors 
left Grenada, would the Turk abandon the 
ancient capital which he wrested from the 
Christians nearly 500 years ago and has 
guarded so zealously ever since, and take 
his way to some new capital in Asia Minor, 
thus withdrawing the last stronghold of 
Mohammedan rule from Europe.

St@phen Bonsal’s Careful Analysis. 

Though always interesting, perhaps never 
before has The Sick Man cf Evrope attracted 
more attention in the Christian world than 
ati the present moment, when he is show'ng 
signs of such undoubted vitality and valor, 
and when his faithful and fanatic recruits 
are sweeping victoriously over the Thessa- 
lian plains, sacred to the memory of the 
Greek civilization, which is ours, 

My point of view of the Sultan Abdul 
Hamid is distinctly that of an outsider. I 
have only seen him, as have.so many others, 
as on Friday, the Jama or Sabbath of the 
Mosiem, he drives from the palace to the 
mosque, returning thanks to Allah, the lord 
of: all creatures, whose Vicar-General he is 
on earth, and again for a few moments at 
a salemlik in the palace, when the strangers 
whe flock to Stamboul file past him, each 
one being made happy by a mournful and 
somewhat mechanical nod. He is a bent, 
slender man, with dark, dreamy eyes; very 
Silent and prececupied, Perhaps angry 
words from M. Nelidoff were still ringing in 
his ears, or the vehement complaints of M. 
Cambon. Still he seemed to me quite re- 
signed to whatever the fates may decree, or 
in a word (a Turkish word), te Kismet. 


Turks Loyal te the Sultan. 


Unlike, then, his antagonist in the present 
struggie, which is only dangerous as is a 
match anywhere near a powder mine, the 
Sultan has nothing to fear from his own. 
They will live for him or die for him, as the 
Caliph decrees, 
know with a great pride and joy, as on every 
Wriaay at the hour of prayer he drives 
through the prostrate multitudes that line 
the way leading to the Holy Place. 

Like all men who do not live openly in the 
market place, it is very difficult to ascer- 
tain exactly how the Sultan doeslive. There 
are served out to the curious who come to 
Etambhoul two accounts, both equally in- 
correct. In one we find Abdul Hamid pict- 
ured as a debauché, a sensual monster ever 
seeking some new enjoyment of the senses. 
In the other account we find him represent- 
ed as an ascetic, as one who observes the 
teneis of his faith as closely as do the wild 
anchorites of the déserts between Mecca 
and Medina. 

I do not believe that either picture isa true 
one. I believed the Sultan is a very intelli- 
gent and cultured man, in many ways quite 
abreast of the movement in modern science 
and discovery. Q 

Prof. Arminus Vambery, the great Ori- 
entalist, many years ago lived in Constanti- 
nople as a teacher of languages, and among 


; » his pupils was Abdul Hamid, then nowhere 


near the Caliphic: succession. He told me 
when I last saw him in Buda-Pesth that the 
princely scholar was an apt pupil and had 
learned to speak French quite well before the 
lessons ceased, But when Vambery re- 
turned to Constantinople after many years 
and found his former pupil on the throne 
the Sultan was very glad to see him, though 
not a word of welcome was spoken in French. 
Vambery inquired the reason of this relapse 
from diplomatic language, and was informed 
that while the Sultan had not forgotten his 
friends, he never spoke a foreign language 
within the hearing of others because he 
might make a mistake. That would never do 
for a Sultan. 

It must be very difficult under this régime 
for the Sultan to acquire and retain lan- 


guages. 
Saltan’s Inmtelleetual Habits. 


One of the Turkieh officials moet frequent- 
ly seen by me during my stay in Constantt- 
nople was P——~—y Bey. From him I learned 
something as to the life and intellectual 
habits of the Sultan, and at least one very 
decided predilection of his which I remem- 
ber. P—y Bey was a very remarkable 
man, indeed. He would have made an ideal 
city editor had not fortune compelled him 
to hang about the throne. His duty it was 
to read all the pwblications of the world, 
and with the assistance of some thirty or 
forty polygiote to clip and translate them 
and serve them out to his master according 
to the caprice of his mood. 

In this way the Suitan kept remarkably 
well informed. The magazines were at that 
time full of Napoleon, and P——y Bey when I 
met him one day looked rather careworn. 
In anewer to my sympathetic inquiry he 
said: “‘This Napoleonic craze is terribie. 
We are running out of matgrial to amuse 
and inform the Suitan. He does not carea 
etraw about Napoleon. Now, I have read 
him two books abouwt Edison and he wants 
more.” 

When the great battle is fought, and per- 
haps it will noW be fought on the véry plain 
of Kossovo, here Christian rule of the 
Balkan Pen la came to an end centuries 
ago, the battle which will end the 
sway of the ning crescent im Burope, 
many will fall on this fielé4, and there will 
be glory there, for the Turk will die

This beautiful blossom is common 
in the great lake region and in ponds in the 
temperate zone. 

Eight by the Pimpernel. 

Dight o’clock in the morning is announced 
by the scarlet pimpernel (Anagallis Arven- 
tis). This plant is known popularly as the 
** poor man’s weather glass’ or barometer. 
Its sensitiveness to darkness wilk keep it 
from telling time on a cloudy day. It has 
small red, purple, or white flowers, that 
close at a suggestion of rain. It grows 
well in gardens or wild in sandy stretches, 
spreading on the ground. It has pale ovate 
leaves, shorter than the peduncles, and 
rounded petals fringed with minute glandu- 
lar teeth. 

Marigeld Opens at Nine. 

The field marigold (Calendula Arvensts) 
does the honors for9 a.m. It grows a foot 
high, spreading, with green and succulent 
oblong and entire sessile leaves, unpleas- 
antly scented, and large head of yellow flow- 
ers, produced all the summer, sometimes 
nearly full-double, most of the carollas be- 
ing strap-shaped. 

Red Sandwort Wakes at 10. 

When the clocks are striking 10 o’clock in 
the morning the red sandwort awakens from 
its sleep and looks out on its floral compan- 
ions. This is the Arenaria Rubra. In truth 
it is an insignificant little weed that thrives 
in sandy or gravelly waste places. It is 
two and a half inches high. Its stems are 
erect, roughish, and much branched. The 
leaves are ovate and pointed. 

Eleven by Bethlehem’s Star. 

The “‘ white star of Bethlehem ” opens at 
ll a.m. Its botanical name is Ornithogalum 
Umbellatum. In Europe they call it the 
**ten o’clock,”’ but the newest observations 
place its opening an hour later than 10. It 
grows in old gardens and finds a home also 
in low meadows. The leaves are long and 
grass-like.. The flowers are bright white 
within, green outside, and on slender staiks. 


Passion Flower at Noon. 

At noon comes the passion flower (passi- 
flora cerulea). It has leaves very deeply 
cleft or parted into five or seven lance-ob- 
long entire divisions. The flower is almost 
white, except the purple center and blue 
crown bandied with white in the middle. 

One O'Clock Goes Unannounced. 

Perhaps the art of the gardener may de- 
velop a flower that willopenatip.m. There 
is none growing now. 

Feverfew Opens Wide at 2 P. M. 

Gut the feverfew comes to time in a rush 
at 2 p. m. in spite of the handicap of a 
heavy name—Pyrethrum Parthezium. It is 
cultivated in old gardens and is found.also 
running wild. It has bra: ching, leafy 
stems, is tall, and has leaves twice pinnate- 
ly divided into rather coarse ovate leaflets 
and loose corymbs of rather small head. A 
double-flowered variety has the disk corol- 
las transformed into white or whitish tubes. 


Marvel of Peru Jumps to 4. 


Again the floral time indicators jump an 
hour and at 4 p. m, the “ marvel of Peru” 


or “four o’clock ” (mirabilis jalapa) opens 


its eyes on a setting sun.» This flower is 
cultivated for ornament in many varieties 
as to flowers, such as red, yellow, white, and 
variegated. Its tube is short and thickish 
and the stamens shorter than the spreading 
white border. 

Viseid Catch Fly at 5 P. M. 

The “viscid catchfly”’ at 5 p. m., when 
other flowers are nodding for their evening 
repose, wakens for a-gaze on the otherwise 
drowsy floral world. This flower in botany 
is called the Silene Noc.ifiora, from its petal 
opening late in the day. It isa tall, coarse 
weed growing in cultivated and waste places. 
The lower leaves are spatulate, the upper 
lanceolate and pointed. The flowers are 
single or in loose clusters terminating the 
branches, with awl-shaped calyx teeth and 

two-parted petals,

why the botanists call this flower the Oenv- 
thera Biennis, since the words are a mixture 
of ‘‘nine,’’ “ hunting,” and ‘ time,’’ but 
the evening bloomer carries its name with- 
out complaint. It grows wild in open ground 
and is from two to. five feet high. It is hairy 
or smoothish, with lance oblong leaves, en- 
tire or obscurely toothed, the flowers at 
length forming a leafy-bracted spike. The 
petals are obcordate. It is an American 
flower. 
Seven by the Lycus Vespertina. 

Seven o’clock in the evening is announced 
by the Lycus Vespertina. Like many others 
of the time blooms this is a weed. It grows in 
waste grounds. The flowers commonly are 


diecious, white, and, ag the name implies, 
open after sunset. 

Night Blooming Cereus at 8S P. M. 

The “ night-blooming cereus” is the last 
to tell the time. It opens at 8 p. m. This 
flower (Cereus Grandifiorus) Is a common 
exhibit in greenhouses. It has large terete 
stems, with slight grooves and blunt angles, 
bearing more conspicuous prickles, lorg 
bristles on the flower-tube, and dull yellow 
sepals. 


Linne Builds the First. 


The first floral clock is said to have been 
made by Carl von Linné, the botanist, in 
Sweden. Of late these unique timepieces 


have been constructed in Paris, Berne, and 
Vienna. The Baroness Burdett-Coutts and 
the Duke of Westminster once delighted 
their friends with the dainty playthings. 

It now remains for Washington or some 
other Chicago park to give the Garden 
City unique, artistic embellishment by con- 
structing a silent timepiece of petals.

HOW TO CONDUCT EXPERIMENTS. 


HERE is an institution in Tilinots 
where, with the aid of delicate ma- 
, echinery, the thoughts of individuals 
are measured with as much readiness 
and accuracy as commodities in the 
stores are measured with a yardstick. 
This institution is the University of Ill- 
nois, the macKine employed Is called the 
chronoscope, andthe scientist who is per- 
fecting this new branch of medical investi- 
gation is Prof. William O. Krohn, Ph. D., 
who holds the chair of psychology in the' 
State University at Champaign. 

The uses to which this thought measuring 
machine can be put are many and all of 
them are beneficent. The department of 
medical science, however, which will be 
most benefited by its use is that which 
treats of mental disorders. It is along this 
line that the new machine is being used and 
for that purpose a branch experimental 
laboratory has been established at the Kan- 
kakee Hospital for the Insane, where al- 
ready 25,000 experiments have been made. 
It has been demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion of the scientist< interested in the ex- 
periments that the presence of insahity is 
made discernible by the machine before 
acute symptoms have manifested them- 
selves, thus pointing the way to preven- 
tion, which is always better than cure. ‘But 
its use is not limited to this purpose merely, 
for with it a diagnosis can be made in cases 
of pronounced mental alienation that could 
be made in no other way, and with an accu- 
racy that will distinguish the one-hundred- 
thousandth part of a second as exactly as 
the anatomist can measure the oné-thou-~- 
eandth part of an inch. ‘ 

This system of thought measurement is not 
a matter of theory; it is a demonstrated 
fact. It has become a science, and to dis- 
tinguish it from the former mass of guess- 
work and imagination it is called the New’ 
Psychology. 

Thought Impressions Measured. : 

In order that the results of these exper!- 
ments may be clearly understood and. appre~ 
ciated a description of the machine by which 
they are obtained is given. Thechronoscope 
consists of a clock dial, minutely divided into 
spaces indicating fractions of time as 
as the one-hundred-thousandth part of a 


‘second. An indicator actuated by am elec4 


tric current records the time. A circeuit- 
opener is held by the operator and a circuit-. 
: r is placed in the hand of thepatient.. 
Whew the.operator touches the back of the.- 
patient’s hand he requests the subject ta. 
close the hand as soon as the touch ie felt. 
The circuit is opened by the touch dnd closed 
by the contraction of the subject's hand, 
The moment the circuit is opened the indi- 
cator on the clock diai begins to move, the 
moment the patient’s hand closes the ind!i- — 
cator stops. The space’ passed over by the 
indicator records Qxactly the length of time 
Fat took the thought that the hand had been 
touched to be formulated in the brain, 


How Process Is Applied. 

Now for the application of this experiment 
to practical uses in cases of insanity. By a 
long and careful series of observations it has 
been demonstrated that the average speed 
for the formulation of thought impressions 
from touch in a normal subject is 182-1000. 
of a second. If the individual subjected to 
this experiment is suffering from melan- 
cholia the thought processes are discovered 
to be sluggish, and the record of the ipstru- 
ment may show that it requires as long as 
one and eleven-tenths seconds to convey ana. 
formulate the thought impression of touch. 
The exact condition of the patient in rela- 
tion to the normal condition is at once re- 
vealed. Suppose, however, that the patient 
is hypersensitive, suffering from acute men- 
tal d Then the instrument 
might show that the thought Impression of 
touch flew as quickly from the hand to the 
brain and back again to the hand as 10- 
1000 of a second. With the chronoscope the 
progress of the disease can be diagnosed 
from day to day, and the process of recov- 
ery noted equally as well. . More than this,, 
the sensitive machine will indicate tenden- | 
cles towards degeneration in thought power 
before any outward symptoms have mani- 
fested themselves, any divergence from the 
normal being shown immediately upon its 
application. 

But the chronoscope is only one of many 
novel machines used in the experiments of . 
the New Psychology. A great many instru- 
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HE last week in the theaters has not 
been of. great apparent interest, and 
yet from an outside point of view there 
have been two plays of greater vital 
inmvportance to the American stage 

than any which we have seen during the 

busier part of the season. The production 
of “The Hoosier Doctor” at the Grand 

Opera-House means far more to the histo- 

rian of the stage in this country than a hun- 

dred such dramas as ‘“‘An Enemy to the 

King,” or “Tess of the d’Urbervilles,”’ or 

“Under the Red Robe,”’ because, while it 

may lack the bright color which attracts at- 

tention to the romantic play and is deficient 
in the dfamatic intensity which is apparent- 
ly responsible for the success of “‘ Tess,”’ it 
is truly and unmistakably American. it be- 
longs toa series of theatrical productions 
which could only by any possibility have 
emanated from the brain of an American 
writer; and, if.any foreigner desired to learn 
gsometh f the American people by look- 
ing at the stage, if he intended to grasp 
something of the national character, he 
would have to go to “ In Mizzoura.”’ or *‘ The 

Hoosier Doctor” or to the more melodra- 

anatic “Shore Acres” to get at the truth. 

And yet the native American of the big 
cities does not take so kindly as he might 
\do to ‘The Hoosier Doctor,” probably be- 
cause he does not recognize the genuine pict- 
mre when he sees it.. Thig is natural enough 

with the upper classes, who form what is 

‘erronéously termed society, for it is notori- 
ous that the wealthy few of the large cities 
are wofully. ignorant of their own country- 
ghén, and generally. care very little about 
extending their knowledge. 

Life in the great municipalities of the 
-mvorld is marked by a great sameness wheth- 
‘er you have experience of it in Berlinor Chi- 
‘cago, and the first thing at which a strug- 
gling upper class aims is cosmopolitanism; 
‘in other words, the breaking down of the 
|barriers which divide one country from an- 
‘other. Consequently no traveler, if he is 
well advised, ever tries to fathonr the depths 

_/ .of the American spirit by-sojournming in the 
great cities of this country; not only do the 
people he meets in them resemble very 
strongly the people he may see in any Euro- 
pean capital, but they themselves are the 
first to warn him against visiting the smal}l 
towns. It is perfectly safe to suggest, there- 
fore, thatany foreigner who takes the trouble 
to go into the country ang dwell among the 
inhabitants for six months may learn more 
about America and the trend of thought 
among the great masses of Americans, who 
after all do not live in the big cities, than 

many @ born citizen who never has moved a 
hundred miles from Broadway or State 
etreet- except to go on board an easiern- 
bouhd steamér or train. 

. And I imagine that this difference be- 
tween metropolitan and rural life and 
thought is more marked in America than in 
most other countries because it is only re- 
eently that the town-bred American has 
shown’ any disposition to live in the country. 

Seeing then that this is the case, I can 

highly recommend ‘“ The Hoosier Doctor ”’ 

for its @ducational value. I have lived in 
many country towns throughout the cen- 
tral States and I know that the picture which 

Mr. Thomas has given us of Indiana life is 

wonderfully faithful, and I know that it is

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‘a theater in New York never could be in 
any sense a national theater. It is absolute- 
ly certain, moreover, that the government 
will not lend any support to a theatrical 
undertaking in any city of the Union, so 
that a national theater is impracticable at 
the outset. | 

But granted that it could be endowed by 
private persons, what are we to gain by 
its existence? The only national drama at 
present consists of such plays as “ Ala- 
bama,”’ “‘ Shore Acres,” “ Shenandoah,“ and 
the like. And it certainly does not reguire 
any State-subventioned theater to produce 
the works of James Herne or Augustus 
Thomas. But, argues the writer, it is pro- 
posed to have a theater where all the great 
works of dramatic art in the world may 
be produced for the benefit of the public. 
This sounds very well in theory, but in prac- 
tice these works of art are narrowed down 
to a very few unprofitable plays; for those 
which are really great nearly always com- 
mand popular support and are accorded ex- 
cellent productions in the ordinary course 
of events. 

Therefore the stock in trade of this na- 
tional theater would consist chiefly of ob- 
eclete dramas of the past and unplayable 
dramas of the present. The management 
would find itself possessed of a list very 
much like that of the New Century Theater 
in London, which includes at least two Ibsen 
plays, one by Echegaray, and one by Steven- 
son and Henley. Such a national theater 
as this would not be worthy of the title and 
would be hardly as valuable as the * Théatre 
Libre’ in Paris. 

I am quite willing to admit that the general 
public eares little or nothing for genuire 
art; still, it must be confessed that most 
good plays do find a hearing, unless they 
have some peculiarity about them which 
makes them caviar to the general. Besides 
the public can never be induced to pay for 
what it does not want. The few who reaily 
enjoy plays of high literary merit must sup- 
port their own theater if they desire to pro- 
duce unpopular dramas, and this could never 
be In any sense of the word a national thea- 
ter, even if it existed for more than six 
weeks. 

The ordinary laws of supply and demand 
must govern dramatic enterprise, and only 
when the public really wants high art will 
we find it in the theater. 

In the meantime we have only to pay in 
order to see the best actors and actresses in 


all the world performing the best plays 


of dramatio art. 


press all the good sayings of a jAifetime into 
the short space of three hours, and we like 
him the better for it. 

A word remains to be said upon the child 
episode which is so constant an incident of 
plays of this nature that Mr. Thomas could 
hardly have omitted little Rosie if 
he had wished to do so. Appar- 
ently, I am in the minority about 
the matter, but I have a strong objec~ 
tion to the Incident in “‘ The Hoosier Doctor ” 
for two reasons.

Still, I suppose it is unfair to 
blame Mr. Thomas too much, because he is 
only doing what the public seems to desire 
of him, and you cannot make a Jefferson out 
of Mr. Digby Bell unless you give him 
children to play with. 

Altogether Mr. Digby Bell's performance 
is a noteworthy one when it is remembered 
that this is his first venture In the fleld of 
legitimate drama. There are moments when 
he seems inclined to take himself rather too 
seriously, when he is so inter.t upon wring- 
ing out pathos that he loses his usually fine 
comprehension of the comic side of things. 
He ought to remember at the outset of his 
new career that forced sentiment is abso- 
lutely fatal to true comedy. He istoo good a 
comedian naturally to be easily spoilt, but 
in that one direction there is distinct danger 
in wait for him. 

Finally, let me recommend “ The Hoosier 

Doctor "’ to all who cate to know something 
of the way in which their fellow-country- 
men live and think and act In those smaller 
circles of society where evening dresses and 
swallow-tail coats are not essential to ex- 
istence. 
_ A writer in Harper's Weekly has been 
raising his voice in favor of the foundation 
of a national theater to take the place in 
this country of the Comédie Francaise in 
Paris. As this cry for a State-subventioned 
theater has often been heard in London, and 
is likely to be repeated: from time to time 
in America, & may be worth while to point 
out the uselessness of such an institution, if 
its foundation were possible. 

In the first place, the writer referred to in 
the foregoing makes a few assumptions in 
his article which we are by no means bound 
to accept. Like every one else who believes 
in this populistic form of theatrical sup- 
port, he takes it for granted that the Com- 
édie Francaise is entirely responsible for 
the alleged superiority of the French stage 
over the stage in all other countries. 


influence of the House of Moliére has been 
entirely for the best. At the present time 
we constantly hear complaints of the skp- 
shod way in which some of the performances 
there are carried through, so much so that 
we begin to suspect that a paid government 
official, even if he is an actor and an artist, 
is apt to become careless, like all other gov- 
ernment officials who feel that their posi- 
tion is secured. We may grant, if need be, 
that the ensemble effects achieved by the 
members of the Comédie Francaise are re- 
markably fine, but we musi equally ac- 
knowledge that the attention paid to stage 
setting ie miserably inadequate. The fact is 
that to a-certain extent Paris produces burn 
actors and actresses more freely than any 
other capital in the world, and the standard 
of acting is higher, therefore, than else- 
where, but this would be the case whether 
there were a State-subveniioned house. or 
not.

It is quite true that the Comédie Fran- 
caise has done a great deal to keep up the 
best traditions of the stage in the past, but 
the institution is of very doubtful value at 
the present moment. ri

Easily Reveals Mental Conditions. 

With 20,000 normal records fer compart- 
son, Prof. Krohn can readily detect the 
most minute sign of anything abnormal, 
and can at once arrive at a conclusion a to 
the physical and mental condition of the 
patient under treatment. The standard by 
which these graphic representations of the 
pulse-beat is measured can be established 
by taking the register of a tyning-fork 
which makes, say, 100 vibrations a second. 
Through the use of the kymograph can be 
measured the effect on the circulation 
caused by hope or fear, by joy or sorrow, 
by music or by discord, It will also as- 
ure and record the fatigue which either 
mental or physical exercise will produce. 
This is a most important matter, for it has 
been proved that fatigue is in reality 2 
poison, and ‘creates in the blood a toxic 
product just:as real as does typhoid fever. 
Recent experiments have been made as to 
the rature of the poison of fatigue. Mag- 
giori, Mosso, and Wedensky, noted scien- 
tists. of Italy and Russia, have found, if the 
blood of a fatigued animal be injected into 
the ‘circulation of another animal fresh 
and unfatigued, that the fresh animal will 
at once become fatigued also. Wedensky 
has made a chemical analysis of the blood 
of 4 fatigued animal and has thus proved 
that, not only was therg a distinct poison 
present, but that this poison is similar to 
the ancient vegetable poison called “* cu- 
Pare.” This is the deadly decoction into 
which Indians dip their arrows, a wound 


i from which caused almost certain death. 


In case the poison of fatigue is created more 
rapidly than it can be carried off by the 


blood the results are serious. 
Detects Mental Fatigue. 

The action of the kymograph shows at 
once the presence of fatigue. It measures 
its extent and it points out the difference 
in the amount of fatigue produceg by differ- 
ent mental] processes. A simple experiment 
whieh illustrates the use of the kymograph 
is to relate to the patient a little incident 
of everyday life and note the effect, then to 
follow .it by requiring the subject to solve 
a problem in arithmetic, The difference in 
the amount of fatigue will at once be ap- 
parent through a comparison of the two 
records. Many cases of insanity er 
important, therefore, to be able to measure 
the influence of body and mind upon each 
other. The kymograph reveals the extent 
ef these influences upon the’ will, the emo- 
tions, and the intellect. ' 

Through the use of the cHronoscope and 
the kymograph at Kankakee Prof. Krohn 
is able to measure the power of attention, 
memory, judgment, and comparison. Some 
forms of insanity evince nothing more nor 
less than the loss of the power of thought— 
concentration. Others patients are mental- 
ly loosened from their moorings because 
they cannot remember their past at al] and 
hence cannot have a well-organized, closc- 
ly woven experience. By the laboratory 
methods of the New Psychology it can be 
discovered whether this or that, particular 
case of insanity is due to defects of atten- 
tion, memory, orjudgment. The kymograph 
is quite as useful in detecting the approach 
of insanity in advance of acute outward 
symptoms as is the chronoscope. 


Motor Ability Is Registered. 

A third machine used in the practice of the 
New Psychology and quite as important as 
the two already described is the electric 
counter for recording voluntary motor-abil- 
ity. It consists of an electric battery which 
actuates an indicator on a graduated dial. 
A brass plate on a little platform is con- 
nected with the battery, and when this is 
tapped with a brass rod, held in the hand. 
of a patient, the circuit is closed, and the 
speed with which this simple act is per- 
formed is recorded by the indicator. -Some 
patients can receive suggestions. but canno*‘ 
control their muscles to make a prompt re- 
sponse. They are quick to accept an im- 
pression but slow to give it up. The little 
brass rod placed in the hand of such a sub- 
ject shows at once the true condition of the 
mind and muscles. The normal motor- 
activity is known by means of thousands of 
recorded experiments; therefore every shade 
of the abnormal is at once readily detected. 
In cases of nervous prostration, where in- 
sufficient diagnosis has been made, the doc- 
tor may say, *“‘ You need change of scene: 
you ought to climb mountains,’ when, in 
fact, the patient may need absolute rest and 
quiet. The use of the electric counter will 
show whether there is too much or too little 
excitement of the motor nerves. If the sub-

‘the reliability of his writing, but there is 
the ring of truth in the following: 

“Minna was handsome, but not strikingly 
go. Of medium height, slim figure, she had 
a pair of soft, gazelle-like eyes, which were 
a faithful index of a tender heart. Her look 
geemed to bespeak your clemency, and her 
gentle speech secured at once your good will. 
Her movements in the house were devoid of 
everything approaching bustle. Quick to 
anticipate, your wish was complied with be- | 
fore it had been expressed. Her bearing was 
that of a gentle nurse in the sick chamber. 
It was joy to tended by her. She was full 
of heart’s affection, and Wagner let himself 
be loved. 

“Her nature was the opposite of his. He. 
was passionate, strong willed, and ambi- 
tious. She was gentle, docile, and contented.

LETTERS OF THE DEAD HERO MADE 
PUBLIC FOR*THE FIRST TIME. 


They Were Written to E. B. Wash- 
burne of Illinois Touching the Ear- 
ly Days of the Civil War and Lay 
Bare His Secret Thoughts—To Ap- 
pear in Gen. Wilsun’s Forthcoming 

the Great Leader’s 


Volume of 


Life. 


N interesting addition to Grant liter- 
ature is the life of Gen. Grant by 
Gen. James Grant Wilson, which 
Messrs. Appleton will issue this week 
in their “ Great Commander Series.” 
And in this life there are no more interest- 
ing pages than those devoted to some hith- 
erto unpublished letters written by Grant 
during the early days of the war to his 
friend, the Hon. E. B. Washburne of ILili- 
nois. Gen. Wilson thinks that it is doubt- 
ful whether any other one man not con- 
nected with the army contributed in so great 
a degree to Grant’s success in the civil war. 

In one of his last letters to Mr, Wash- 
burne Gen. Grant said: 

“Tt is a matter of supreme indifference 
to me whether I am nominated for the 
Presidency or not, but I cannot decline if 
the nomination is tendered without seeking 
on my part. There are many persons [ 
would prefer should have the office to my- 
self.’’ 

It is not hard to read Grant’s character 
in his letters, which are simple, straight- 
forward, and to the point. They impress 
the reader with the honesty of their writer. 

First of the War Letters. 


From the first of the war letters to Mr. 
Washburne I make this extract, dated Cairo, 
Ill., Sept. 3, 1861: 

‘‘Gen. Fremont has seen fit to intrust me 
with an important command here, my com- 
mand embracing all the troops in South- 
east Missouri and at this place. A little 
difficulty of an unpleasant nature has oc- 
curred bétween Gen. P. and myself relative 
to rank, she refusing to obey’ my orders; but 
it is to be hoped that he will see his error, 
and not sacrifice the interest of the cause to 
his ambition to be Senior Brigadier-General 
of Illinois, as he contends he is. 

**In conclusion, Mr. Washburne, allow me 
to thank you for the part you have taken in 
giving me my present position. I think I see 
your hand in it, and admit that I had no per- 
sonal claims for your kind office in the mat- 
ter. I can assure you, however, my whole 
heart is in the cause which we are fighting 
for, and I pledge myself that, if equal to 
the task before me, you shall never have 
cause to regret the part you have taken.”’ 

In the light of the recent tribute to Grant’s 
memory it seems strange that he should 
ever have suffered vilification at the hands 
of his fellow-countrymen, but he writes: 

‘There are some things which I wish to 
say to you in my own vindication, not that 
I care one straw for what is said individ- 
ually, but because you have taken so much 
interest in my welfare that I think you are 
fairly entitled to all facts connected with 
my acts. 

‘IT see by the papers that I am charged 
with giving up a certain number of slaves 
captured at Fort Donelson. My published 
order on the occasion shows that citizens 
were not permitted to pass through our 
camps to look for their slaves. There were 
some six or seven negroes at Donelson who 
represented that they had been brought from 
Kentucky to work for officers, and Lad been 
kept a number of months without receiving 
pay. They expresed great anxiety to get 
back to their families, and protested that 
they were free men. These I let go, and 
none others. I have studiously tried to pre- 
vent the running off of negroes from all out- 
side places, as I have tried to prevent all 
other marauding and plundering. 

‘““So long as I hold a commission in the 
army I have no views of my own to carry 
out. Whatever may be the orders of my 
superiors and law I will execute. No man 
ean be efficient as a commander who sets 
his own notions above law ard those whom 
he is sworn to obey. When Congress enacts 
anything too odious for me to execute I will 
resign.”’ 

Defends Course at Pittsburg Landing. 
Again he wrote on the same subject: 
‘*Camp near Corinth, Miss., May 14, 1862.—

‘it would look egotistical to make a 
parade in the papers about where I intend to 
claim as my home, but I will endeaver to be 
in Galena at the next election and vote there, 
and declare my intention of claiming that as 
my home and intention of never casting a 
vote elsewhere without first giving notice. 

I feel very grateful to the citizens of 
Illinois generally, and to those ef Jo Daviess 
County and yourself in particular, for the 
uniform support I have received from that 
quarter. Without that support it would.now 
matter but little where I might claim a resi- 
dence. I might write a letter to Mr. Stuart, 
Chairman of the Christian Commission, and 
the most active member of the Union League 
of Philadelphia in getting up the subscrip- 
tion for my house, stating what I owe tothe 
State of Illinois, and that he and his friends 
must not think hard of me for holding on 
to Galena as my home.” 

Gen. Wilson knew Gen. Grant intimately, 
and he has much that is interesting and valu- 
able to say concerning him.

Then, too, all subject to my orders 
read these charges, and it is calculated to 
weaken their confidence in me and weaken 
my ability to render efficient service to our 
present cause. One thing I will assure you 
of, however—I can not be driven from ren- 
dering the best service within my ability to 
suppress the present rebellion, and, when it 
is over, retiring to the same quiet it, the re- 
bellion, found me enjcying. Notoriety has 
no charms for me, and could I render the 
same services that I hope it has been my 
fortune to render our just cause without be- 
ing known in the matter, it would be infi- 
nitely preferable to me. 

‘** Those people who expect a field of battle 
to be maintained for a whole day with about 
thirty thousand troops, most of them entire- 
ly raw, against fifty thousand, as was the 
case at Pittsburg Landing while waiting for 
reénforcements to come up, without loss of 
life, know little of war. To have left the 
field of Pittsburg for the enemy to occupy 
until our force was sufficient to have gained 
a bloodless victory would have been to leave 
Tenriessee to become a second Potomac.” 

Writing on the conditions of the country a 
short time later from the same place Grant 
speaks some memorable words: 

“The masses this day are more disloyal 
in the South from fear of what might befall 
them in case of defeat to the Union cause 
than from any dislike to the government. 
One week to them (after giving in their ad- 
hesion to our laws) would be worse under the 
so-called Confederate Government than a 
year of martial law administered by this 
army. It is hard to say-what would be the 
most wise policy to pursue toward these 
people, but for a soldier his duties are 
plain. He is to obey the orders of all those 
placed over him and whip the enemy wher- 
ever he meets him. ‘If he can’ should only 
be thought of after an unavoidable deftat.”’ 

Resecrans and Grant. 


How strange it seems that Gen. Rosecrans 
should ever have even for a moment 
snatched the laurels from Grant’s brow: 

‘**I do not see my report of the battle of 
Iuka in print. As the papers in Gen. Rose- 
crans’ interest have so much misrepresented 
that affair, I would like to see it in print. 
I have no objection to, that or any other 
General being made a hero of by the press, 
but I do not want to see it at the expense 
of a meritorious portion of the army. I en- 
deavored in that report to give a plain state- 
ment of facts, some of which I would never 
have mentioned had it not become necessary 
in defense of troops who have been with me 


‘én all, or nearly all, the battles where I have 


had the honor to command. I have never 
hada single regiment disgrace itself in battle 
except some new ones at Shiloh that 
never loaded a musket before that bat-

From before Vicksburg, Aug. 30, 1868, he 
wrote about the proposal to send him to the 
Army of the Potomac: 

“My going could do no possible good. 
They have there able officers who have been 
brought up with that army, and to import

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L Joan of Are of Old, Girl Soldiers in Three Parts of the 
- World Lead Troops to Battle. — 
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_ Qruelty, Bereavement, and Religious Fanaticism Furnish the 
Reasons for Their Taking Up Arms. 


HREE modern imitators of Joan of Arc, within the last few months, have 
sprung up in different parts of the world. Three girl soldiers, moved by pa- 
triotism or religious fervor, have led armed troops against their enemies. 

. Cuba, Greéce, and Brazil have furnished followers of the example of the Maid 
of Orleans. 

Like Joan of Arc of old, they threw aside the more peaceful duties of a woman’s life 

* nd became military leaders. Like her ihey took upon themselves the hardships of the 
- camp and march. And, like her, they have found many followers. 

Behind the motives which turned the hands of the girl soldiers against their enemics, 
in two cases, lie stories of cruelty and bereavement. Death on the field and death under 
torture have played partsinthedrama. Back of the third there is a tale of religious 
fanaticism, originating in a belief in governmental injustice, which is marked by all the 
peculiar features that accompanied the leadership of the original Joan of Are. 

There is the same story of a vision bearing the command to go forth to war; thesamo 
apparent belief of the girl in her own destiny: the same religious excitement among her 
hearers, and the same rallying of followers to her aid. The belief in the divine source of 

_ the command was so strong that even fhe heads of the church, in whose cause the upris- 
- {ng was begun, could do nothing to restrain the people: But'the stories of the other girl 
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leaders lack this remarkable resemblance to that of the Maid of Orleans. They became 
‘warriors not through belief in a divine command, but because of patriotism and a desire 
for revenge. 

The first of the girl soldiers, now. dead, but-for many months a scourge to small 
bodies of Spaniards in Cuba, made her appearance early last fall. Cuba, then as now or 
at any time during the last two years, was filled with scattered. bodies of Spanish troops 
and small bands of insurgents. Small bodies of insurgents lay in wait for the Spaniards 
ata hundred points. The Spaniards in their turn wreaked vengeance on the insurgents 
when they could catch them, on the Cuban sympathizers when they could not. The 
island was the scene of an armed game of hide and seek, in which the penalty for being 
caught napping was death. ’ 

On one of these small Spariish expeditions a Cuban Captain, the lover of Sefiorita 
Martini Hernandes Perez, was captured and put to death. Whether death was preceded 
by torture is not known with certainty, but such was the report that reached Sefiorita 
Martini, and she vowed vengeance on his executioners. 


: She Gathered About Her a Band of Amazons. 

In thd most desolate part of the Remedios district, ‘within easy striking distance 
ef the Spanish plantations, she gathered about her a band of Cubans. Most of them 
were women. All of them had suffered at the hands of Spaniards and were nerved by 
the memory of their sorrows. Each one ske bound to the band by oath, swearing them 
never to spare a Spaniard. 

Ags the band grew in numbers she began to make brief raids on the Spanish planta- 
tions, By day or night, after long, hard rides over the Cuban hills, they would fal) 
on some unprotected plantation, put its Spanish imhabitants to death, destroy the 

_ crops, burn the buildings, and be away again before help could be brought from the 
nearest garrisom No one knew where the y would strike next. No one knew when to 
expect the next attack. Success brought more followers to her aid. The band grew, 
but still retained its arta character. Cuban women from all the neighborhood, de- 
prived of their husbands, fovers, or families in the cruel guerrilla warfare/themselves 
often sufferers at Spanish hands, joinedit. Each one was bound, as the others had 
been, by oath, and the frequent raiis quickly gave them experience. In a short time 
the band had inflicted great loss, onithe Spanish planters, but it had never met the Span- 
ish soldiers. 

*Late in September its first opporunity occurred. Sefiorita Martini with her guer- 
rillas was in the neighborhoodof Vuoltas, where a strong garrison of Spaniards was 
stationed, when word was’brought to her that long tmmunity had made the soldiers so 
careless that poor watch was kept. She decided to raid the place. 

At 4o’clock in the afternoon of Sept. 26, at the head of her band she dashed into the 
town. A picket of a dozen Spanish soldiers at the gate was put to the machete. The 


a “gound of the brief struggle was the first intimation to the Spanish officers that an ence 


my was in the neighborhood. Sefiorita Martini and her amazons rode on through the 
town. Before the cafés andinthe streets the scattered Spaniards were cut down. In 


~ the plaza some 200 soldiers had hurriedly collected. They formed quickly to meet the 


Cuban charge, but were broken by the first wild rush of the amazons and fled in disorder 
to the barracks, a number of them being cut down in. their flight by the machetes of the 
Cubans. The Spaniards did not dare to leave the barracks, andthe town was at the 
-~mercy of Sefiorita Martini and her band, but after looting a few stores they rode away 
singing the Cuban battle hymn. E 
* This was the first but by no means the last meeting of Sefiorita Martini with the 
Spanish soldiers. For several months she and her amazons were a terror to the scat- 
tered bands of Spaniards in the district and until her death she held the leadership 
ef the body of guerrillas. 


Joan of Arc of the Brazilian Religious Insurrection. 


From the turbulent interior of Brazil, torn by religious insurrection, ‘comes the story 
‘of another Joan of Arc. The government of the Brazilian Republic took action pome 
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time ago to deprive the clergy of manyoftheir privileges. An appeal to arms by the 
ardent supporters of the church, who considered the move an attack on their religion, 
has followed. About the insurrection clusters all the cruelty and horror of a religious 
war in a land where the memory of past horrors still feed the flame. And the leader, 
who, crucifix in hand, urges the insurrectionists to further barbarities is a woman. 

In the early days of the insurrection, when the action of the government was a mat- 
ter for discussion rather than violence, the nhabitants of a little village not far from 
Bom Jardin were assembled for worship when one of their number, a young balf-breed 
girl named Maria Barbosa, fell to the ground in convulsions. From convulsions she 
passed into what seemed a trance, taking no notice of those about her. On regaining 
consciousness she had a strange story to tell. 

She had seen a vision. A dim figure, the outlines almost indistinguishable, had ap- 
peared to her and commanded her to lead the people against the enemies of the church. The 
worshipers became greatly excited. The priests in vain tried to calm them, maintaining 
that the girl was suffering from an hallucination. Her apparent belief in herself was a 
stronger influence than the words of the priests. By the next morning the nejghbor- 
hood was in a frenzy. The inhabitants crowded about the house of Maria, begging her 
to lead them to victory. The girl seized a crucifix, held it aloft, and called:on all who 
loved the church to follow her. A few moments more and 800 frantic men and women 
were moving toward Bom Jardin. There were but few soldiers in the neighborhood of 
the place and these could do nothing. The authorities of the city fled. The buildings be- 
longing to those who supported the government were demolished. An advocate of the 
republic, captured by the mob, was tortured to death and his body hung upon a tree 
by the roadside. 

Captured the Town of San Joao de Principe. 

From Bom Jardin the girl led the fanatics toward San Joao de Principe, a consid- 
erable town some 100 miles away. Here they were met by a force of 500 soldiers and 
armed civilians. With the half-breed girl at their head, brandishing a knife and cry- 
ing that she saw an angel leading them on to victory, the fanatics charged the troops. 
In a battle of only a few minutes’ duration 100 soldiers fell and the town was captured. 
The capsure of San Joao de Principe was followed by an attack on Campo Major, one 
of the principal towns of the province. The authorities were too demoralized to make 
a stand, and Campo Major fell. In the midst of scenes of bloodshed and cruelty, Maria 
led her followers upon Carinhenha. Again the resistance was but slight. Carin- 
henha was captured and camp established in its neighborhood. 

The active leadership of the army of insurrectionists has now passed out of Maria’s 
hands. Leaders more skilled in military matters have been found to command the 
forces. The disturbance has spread and has assumed considerable proportions. Do- 
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mingas Martius, the rebel chief, is leading expeditions against various towns as the 
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chance offers, and has captured several, each engagement being attended not merely 
with slaughter but the torture of prisoners and the killing of wounded. But Maria 
still holds great influence, for among the mass.of the people the divinity of her message 
is unquestioned. | 

In the camp which ‘she has established at Carinhenha the strictest of religious 


discipline is maintained. Priests are in attendance and mass is celebrated two or - 


three times a day. Fasting and prayer and accounts of continued visions mark the 
life of the high priestess of the insurrection. Efforts to capture her have proved un- 
availing. She journeys among the insurgents preaching rebellion and future victory, 
She prophesies the fall of Rio Janeiro and her triumphant entry into the city as the 
champion of the church. — | , 
Helene Constantinides, the Greek Girl Soldier. : 

The most recent imitator of the Maid of Orleans is the Greek girl, Helene Constan- 
tinides. The war with Turkey has raised the patriotism of the Greek nation toa fever 
pitch. The least item of intelligence from the. front is enough to send Athens into a storm 
of rage or whirl of jubilation, and women as well as men take part in the turbulent ex- 
pressions of feeling. 3 - 

The intense patriotism which lies at the bottom of these demonstrations is a personal 
attribute of the Greek Joan of Arc. To it is added the desire for vengeance. Her family 
have fallen victims to the Turk, and upon her she believes has fallen the duty of reveng- 
ing them. 

A week ago, at the head of 2,500 enthusiastic volunteers, she set out from Athens for 
the front. Her departure was the occasion of a demonstration by the people of the city. 
At the head of the column, in the regular uniform of the Greek troops, with her iong hair 
floating in the wind and thé standard she bore in her hand waving over her, she rode 
through the gathered people. Cheers followed heras she advanced. Flowers fell about 
her and on the roadway before her horse. Caps and flags were waved toward her. Her 
great personal beauty, her courage, and her bereavement all appealed to the Greek poo- 
ple, and they were not slow to exprees their feelings. at 

The military career of this new Joan of Arc has but just begun. Intheevent of ¢ 
tinued hostilities it may be longor ft may perhaps be cut short by s Turkish Du 
but her act has brought to many Greeks new confidence im Greek courage.

NICE POINTS OF ETIQUETTE WILL BE INVOLVED. 


Lively Adventures of Other United States Army Officers Who Have 
Been Sent Abroad on Similar Missions, ‘ - 


EN.. NELSON A. MILES, comimand- 

ing General of the United States 

army, is now well on his way toward 

the seat of hostilities of the Greek 

and Turkish nations. With him on 
board the steamship St. Paul, which is now 
nearing Sotthampton, is Capt. Marion P. 
Maus, who will act as his secretary. These 
officers, both of whom are well known to 
Chicagoans because of long residence in this 
city, will be joined by two United States 
military attachés im the Levant, and to- 
gether they will make a systematic, practical 
study of the rough gameof war as the Greeks 
and Turks are now playing it. It will be the 
first instance in the history of this govern- 
ment that the commanding General of the 
United States army has been present at the 
battles of other nations, although on various 
other occasions military men from America 
have witnessed the contentions of other 
powers. 

Just what will be the status of these offi- 
cers amid the turmoil of combat, how they 
will be treated, what will be their privileges, 
and how much personal danger they will 
encounter now become matters of general 
interest. How far their visit to the Levant 
is likely to increase the fund of military in- 
formation im our own War Department is 
also food for reflection. Perhaps Gen. Miles 
will arrive on the scene barely in time to 
witness the signing of a treaty of peace, 
Nevertheless this junket of United States 
military officials presents many interesting 
features. 

Will Be Treated as Guests. 

Gen. Miles and staff will be entertained as 
the official guests of whichever of the con- 
tending powers they may choose to visit. 
They will wade into the gore of the buttle- 
field and will spend their time between the 
headquarters of the royal monarchd of the 
two countries and the headquarters of their 
commanding Generals. They will enjoy 
sucn protection as is always given to non- 
combatants. Any. deliberate attempts 
against their lives dr safeties on the part of 
either the Turks or Greeks will be resented 
as a serious insult to our government. 

Gen. Miles wili, of couse, be the most con- 
spicuous of the four Yankee representatives 
in the field. He will probably spend the 
greater part of his time at the headquarters 
of the Turkish commanding General, It is 
customary for a neutral foreign represcnta- 
tive of exalted rank, commissioned to travel 
at large for the purpose of war-study, to at- 
tach himself to the probably victorious side. 
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@iameter of bore is concerned, Gen. Miles 
and his inferiors in the field can observe 
the compatative destructive effects of these. 
Comparative values of artillery arms, ar- 
rangements of troops, emergency rations, 
hospital systems, field signal systems, etc., 
ee studied properly only on the battle- 
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Gen, Miles will be accompanied by one of 
his aids. Of the other two United States 
military attachés in the Levant, ohe will 
travel with one of the armies of the Turks 
and the other with the Greeks. Capt. J. H. 
Dorst, Fourth Cavalry, formerly attached 
to the legation at Vienna, was the other day 
transferred to the legation at Constantinople 
and authorized to take the fleld with the 
Turkish troops. Likewise Capt. George P. 
Scriven, our former military attaché at 
Rome, was transferred to Athens and or- 
dered to follow the Greeks.

National Etiquette Involved. 

A code of etiquette, established by inter- 
national agreement, for the conduct of mil- 
itary attachés, applies to the cases of rep- 
resentatives. It applies to Gen. Miles, ex- 
cept that he will not be accredited by any 
particular country, having the privilege of 
going on whichever side he chooses, of 
course to some extent within the discre- 
tion of the foreign powers engaged. Mil- 
itary attachés in times of both pemce and 
war are employed by almost every civilized 
government. They are recognized as a part 
of the suite of the Ambassador or Minister. 
The military attaché is the 


resentative of the government to which he | 


belongs: Of course, when diplomatic rela- 
ions are broken off between two countries 
eir military attachés are recalled. . 
Each government extends the fullest as- 
sistance to military attachés of friendly 
powers accredited to it. It helps them in 
noting items of its own military progress.

WANTS TO BORROW THE 0.8.8. YANTIC 


Naval Militia of Michigan Puts in an 
Earnest Plea for the Old 
Boat. 


Washington, D, C., May 8.—The naval 
militia of Michigan having put in an earnes 
request to the Navy Department for the loan 
of the United States ship Yantic for their 
use as soon as it returns from the South 
Atlantic station, Secretary Long has been 
looking into the possibilities of getting the 
ship up the canals connecting the Jakes with 
the ocean, and also into the stipulations of 
the treaty of Washington to ascertain 
whether or not the latter would estop th» 
entry of the Yantic into the lakes if it wer~ 
dismantled of its guns. The doctrine lair 
down during the last administration by 
President Cleveland, in the face of an 
earnest brief in the negative by his friend 
Don Dickinson, was so broadly adverse to 
the construction of anything in the semb- 
lance of a warship on the lakes that there 
is no doubt but that the presen ca- 
tion would be included in its inhibition, ai- 
though it is of course possible that the pres- 
ent administration may take a different view 
of the matter. However, the case is not . 
likely to go that far, inasmuch as the Con- 
struction Bureau has reported that even if 
all movable weights are removed from the 
Yantic it could not be brought up to a draft 
of nine feet and could not pass the canals.

‘In dress fabrics the thing that is most 
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striking is transparency, all sorts of stuffs 
in openwork design are in vogue, and some 
of them are b@wilderingly lovely. Such ma- 
terials are used both for dresses and mantles 
and are no end smart and dressy, having 
linings of colored silks that glint through in 
@ fascinating fashion. 

Gauzes with applique of lace or ribbon are 
the latest wrinkle and some marvelous ef- 
fects are attained. Narrow velvet ribbon Is 
also used for this purpose and pattern robes 
with little frills of black or ecru Valenciennes 
lace, togther with black velvet ribbon, are 
sold in all the shops ready to be made Into 
fetching toilets over some delicately colored 
silk glace. 

All these transparent stuffs, from wool 
canvas to thinnest gauze, arc made up with 
the outer skirt separate from the under one 
of silk, for all stiffening is nowadays dis- 
pensed with and skirts hang limp and soft, 
the outer always separate from the under 
one, and very much betrimmed in each case 
with frills and puffs and ali sorts of frip- 
peries. 

There is a distinct joy in the sartorial 
mind at the reappearance of trimmed skirts. 
Smart and elegant though the untrimmed 
ones were, they have had altogether too long 
a reign, and the mutability of our minds 
hails with delight the present change. 

More especially does the matron welcome 
the introduction of panels and perpendicular 
trimmings, for these, when properly man- 
aged, mean reduction of size, apparently, 
When a figure has lost its youthful sym- 
metry and slimness a straight, unbroken 
mass of material does little or nothing to 
conceal the melancholy fact, but, given a 
panel, simulated and broken into sections 
which deceive the eye, the proper propor- 
tions are apparently produced. 

It is a great mistake, however, to imagine 
that by multiplying the intersections an ap- 
pearance of diminishing the girth is pro- 
duced. Of panels, one in the center or one 
at each side is best and most becoming. 


Many Kinds of Skirt Trimmings. 

Skirt trimmings are of all sorts, and put 
on in every concelvable manner—that is, 
around, or up and down, or in scallops or 
points; about the immediate vottom, half- 
Way up, or all the way from hem to waist- 
band. | 

Skirts ruffled with small bias ruffies from 
top to bottom are deemed extremely smart, 
and for silk, muslin, gauze, or cashmere 
frocks this is most singularly fetching. It 
takes time to create such a skirt, and twice 
or three times the usual amount of mate- 
rial, and in consequence the dressmaker’s 
bill for such a skirt is always very large, 
especially when each little ruffle is bound or 
edged with lace or velvet. 

With such skirts the bodice is usually 
puffed and has sleeves puffed all the way 
from wrist to shoulders, and a sash or tight 
ceinture nips in the waist, while the stock 
is close and high, with a frill or ruche stand- 
ing up about the top edge. 

A great deal of trimming is lavished upon 
sleeves, just as it is upon skirts, and, al- 
though they fit the arm closely, they are 
fussed up to look a little larger than the 
natural arm. Little, full frills of lace are 
sometimes set on, one after the other, an 
inch apart, from shoulder to wrist, the top 
being slightly bouffant, and the wrist very 
long, half covering the hand. 

Sleeves wrinkled closely all the way still 
hang to popular favor with great zest, for it 
is one of the very prettiest of styles, espe- 
clally when carried out in soft materials 
like chiffon, gauze, and mousseline de sole. 

Puffed sieeves are in high favor and the 
puffs composing them are both large and 
small. A very pretty fancy is that of sep- 
arating the puffs with a narrow row of black 
velvet ribbon, making up a very dressy 
whole. For the new cashmere gowns this 
is a charming fashion, as the fine cashmere 
makes the most beautifyl puffs. Occa- 
sionally one sees sleeves puffed lengthwise, 
with the velvet ribbon running between 
the puffs, but this mode is only suitable for 
women with stout arms, as it makes a 
slender arm look very small and thin. 


Women Carry Walking-Sticks. 

I must not forget to tell vou of the fashion 
among smart women here of carrying canes, 
or walking sticks, as they arecalled. it is 
really a very fetching mode, and most women 
handle the stick with a good deal of grace. 
The favorite style of,stick is highly polished 
ebony, tapering from thé top to the end, and 
having a gold or cameo knob atthetop. It 
does not look at all masculine; quite the con- 
trary, in fact, and It suits the present mode 
in gowns to perfection. 

To go to the theater here means to dress 
elaborately, as for a dinner party, and at 
the Lyceum Theater last week, where I wit- 
nessed the superb performance of Sir Henry 
Irving and Miss Ellen Terry in ** Mme. Sans 
Gene,’ 1 had a fine opportunity of seeing 
some stufining toilets. In one of the lower 
boxes sat the Prince of Wales, looking older 
a good deal than when I was presented to 
him two years ago at Hombure. He is bald 
and gray and stout, and has an expression 
as if hife wearied him immeasurably. With 
him were the Duke of York and the Duke of 
Teck. 

Before I go on to tell you of the toilets I 
must say that Irving’s impersonation of Na- 
poleon was very fine and that Ellen Terry 
as Mme. Sans Gene was irresistible. It was 
hard for me to imagine her as the light- 
hearted Catherine before seeing her, it was 
so entirely different fromall her other rdles. 
She looked very lovely in all her gowns, and 
one would have supposed her to pe 20 in- 
stead of 50 years old. 

Three of the toilets that I saw at the the- 
ater are illustrated here—all very décolleté, 
very up-to-date, and very handsome. The 
one at the left of the sketch is of pale prim- 
rose satin, trimmed with white mousseline 
de soie and narrow black velvet ribbon. The 
rather scant skirt was gathered at the back 
and sides to the waistband, and was trimmed 
at the bottom with three full puffs of the 
white mousseline de soie, edged on each sid 
with the black velvet ribbon. : 

The bodice, cut quite round, was fitted 
snugly to the figure and fastened at the 
back. Two puffs of mousseline de soie sur- 
rounded it with edgings of the velvet ribbon. 
It was very décolleté and round in cut. The 
sleeves were entirely of the mousseline de 
soie and wrinkled over the arms, showing 
the flesh through prettily, the top being fin- 
ished off by a small puff and the wrists with 
very full frills hanging over the hands, 


Striking Theater Costume. 

The right hand figure shows a gown of silk 
and wool berege, very open work in design, 
and of a rich violet color, made up over vivid 
copper-green silk, the newest thing in greens, 
which is exactly hke the color of corroded 
copper. It had a good deal of jet about it, 
and was otherwise trimmed with different 
widths of black velvet ribbon, from that.two 
inches wide to a quarter of aninch. Rows 
of this velvet extended about the bottom of 
the skirt, the widest*at the hem, and dimin- 
ishing upwards. The grenadine skirt swung 
full from the underskirt of copper-green silk. 

The bodice, in French flower fashion, was 

nipred in at the waist by a broad ceinture 
of the copper-green silk tapering toward the 
back, and fastening with a jet buckle. The 
décolletage was cut straight across from 
side to sige, and elaborately decoraied with 
eut jet. The short sleeves wore just heaped 
up masses of the grenadine, met by long 
black gloves. A band of purple velvet was 
worn about the throat, and an aigrette of 
the sameé color worn in the hair. 
_ The central figure shows 2. gown of white 
and gold brocade, very stiff and rich, and 
made up with jeited biack Jace of brilliant 
cerise silk. : 

The skirt was gathered to the waistband 
and hung in rich folds. The bottom was 
trimmed with numerous narrow ruffles of the 
brocade, with rosettes at intervals, com- 
posed of cerise silk. ' 

The bodice had a pointed piece of cerise 
silk jet into the back and front, covered 
with the jetted lace. The corselet was of 
goki cloth bound tightly about the figure, 
and the sleeves Were plain gold gauze wrin- 
kied closely over the arms and topped off 
‘by a small puff.

HOW THEY TBLEGRAPH IN CHINA. 


Absence of an Alphabet in the Lan- 
guage Renders the Work Expen- 
sive and Almost Impossible. 


All the principal cities of China are now 
connected with one another and with 
Pekin, the capital, by telegraph. Recent 
visitors to China say, however, that tele- 
graphing there is a laborious and expensive 
process, and that the lines area charge upon 
the State Treasury instead of a source of 
revenue. The dispatches are, of course, sent 
in Chinese, for not one in many tnousands 
of the natives knows any language except 
his own. But the Chinese have no alphabet. 
Their literary characters, partly ideograph- 
ic, partly phonetic, number many thousands. 
it is simply impossible to invent telegraphic 
Signals that would cover the written lan- 
guage. Here was an obstacle in the way of 
using the telegraph atall. The difficulty was 
obviated by inventing a telegraphic signal 
for each of the cardinal numbers, and so 
numbers or figures might be telegraphed to 
any extent. Then a code dictionary was 
prepared, in which each number from one 
up to several thousand stood fora particular 
Chinese letter or ideograph. It is, in fact, 
a cipher system. The sender of the message 
need not bother himself about its meaning.

aciiea’ a number of distinguished /officers 


abroad to carefully study great ’ strifes. 
Gen. Scott was in Paris after its ogeupation 
by the allied troops, and accom the 
Duke of Wellington during thelr ‘review. 
Col. Dullafield, Maj. Mordecai, and Capt. 
(afterward General) McClellan accompanied 
the allied armies at the siege of Sebastopol. 
In 1870 Gens. Sheridan and Forsyth studied 
the Frdnco-German war from tife German 
side. During the war between Russia and 
Turkey Lieut. F. V. Green was our attaché 
with the Russian army. Col. C bers was 
at the same time on the Turkish Bide, while 
Gen. Hazen was dispatched to Consianti- 
nople to be ready to accompany the Austrian 
army in case Austria should take a hand in 
the conflict. Our officers haye also been 
sent to travel abroad at large asispecia! mili- 
tary attachés to make such general studies 
as Gen. Miles will make after having studied 
the present war. In 1876 Gen; Upton, Gen. 
Forsyth, and Maj. Sanger were sent on an 
extended military pilgrimage to examine 
and report upon all of the principal armies 
of Europe, beginning with Japan and ending 
with England. 

During our civil war a number of distin- 
guished foreign military attachés accom- 
panied our army. Prince Napoleon was for 
a time the guest of the Commander of the 
Army of the Potomac. Lord Wolseley, the 
present Commander-in-Chief of her 
Majesty’s forces, also re mained for a time 
with the opposing armies. 


Sheridan’s Lively Experiences. 

Gen. Sheridan was the most exalted of our 
fhilitary officers who ever studied a foreign 
war in such a manner as Gen. Milesis about 
to study that in Greece and Turkey. In 1870, 
when war was impending between Germany 
and France, President Grant sent Sheridar. 
to Europe, giving him a apecial autograph 
letter.cOmmending him té@ the good offices 
of ‘all of our representatives whom he might 
meet in foreign lands, and introducing him 
to the representatives, officials, and citizens 
of foreign governments. Sheridan selected 
Germany as the object of His study, indica- 
tions then pointing to the probable victory 
of the Germans. 

During his trip Sheridan was the special 
guest of the King of Prussia, and became 
an ‘intimate friend and companion of Prince 
Bismarck, sometimes sleeping in the same 
room with the latter. On arriving at the 
scene of the first battle witnessed Bismarck 
advised Sheridan not to wear his sword, to 
distinctly show that he was not a combatast. 
Whether or not Gen. Miles will be permitted 
to wear his sword will depend upon the 
custom of the army which he visits. On one 
occasion Sheridan came near to losing his 
life on account of the resembiance of his 
uniform to that of the French. On the oc- 
casion in question he left the King’s head- 
quarters and ventured alone into a neighbor- 
ing village to get water for his horse. He 
was halted by a squad of German troops, 
who leveled their pieces at his head. None 
of them could understand a word of English, 
and had it not been that one of the Prussian 
King’s staff officers rode by at the time the 
brave Generaks execution would have been 
asurething. After thisawkward event the 
King presented Sheridan with a specia! pass, 
admitting him anywhere within the German 
lines: After a fierce assault it .was often 
the custom for Bismarck and Sheridan to 
ride together over the battlefield to inspect 
the condition of the wounded @nd to observe 
the number of slain. On one occasion they 
ventured too far from headquarters and en- 
countered a shower of French bullets, only 
escaping with their lives by galloping hur- 
riedly back 40 eamp, closely hugging the 
nécks of theirhorses. Sheridan’s visit to the 
Germans during this hot campaign was by 
no means one of picnicking and amuse- 
ment. On several instances he was almost 
exposed to starvation, while at all times 
he had to share’the hardships of battle with 
his hosts. If Gen. Miles ventures as far as 
Sheridan he will doubtless be exposed to the 
same hardships. 


Privilege Might Be Denied. 

There is a question whether it could be 
technically construed as a deliberate act of 
discourtesy to our government should the 
Turks or Greeks refuse to extend the hos- 
pitality of their headquarters to our com- 
manding General. A precedent for such an 
act might be found in the case of France, 
which refused to permit Sheridan to visit 
its side during the war in question. Sheri- 
dan had no intention of visiting the French, 
but ‘immediately after the receipt of his 
credentials from Gen. Grant news of his 
projected visit was cabled to Europe, and 
our Minister at Paris, taking it for granted 
that Sheridan would follow the French, en- 
deavored to secure the necessary permission 
from the French Minister of War. The re- 
quest was refused. An authority of con- 
siderable knowledge has expressed the opin- 
ion that it would not be unlikely for Turkey 
to act in like manner, in view of the sym- 
pathy which the Américan public has, un- 
officially, expressed for Greece. Such a 
move on the part of the Porte, however, is 
not expected by those bést informed. Tur- 
key would by no means be the loser by al- 
lowing Gen. Miles to become its official 
guest at this time, since his presence coulda 
have no influence upon the outcome of the 
engagement, and there surely would be no 
betrayal of confidence to the Greeks should 


the General afterward visit their headquar- 


ters. An insinuation of such a suspicion 
would seem to be a direct insult to our gov- 
ernment’s integrity and might be resented 
in this case, even though no such steps were 
taken in 1870. 

Gen. Miles’ extended thur through all of 
the European countries, to be made after his 
visit to the present seat of war, is «xpected 
to result in one of the widest and most 
elaborate military reports made in recent 
years.

A young Chicago sculptor, 
George Grey Barnard, won an instanta- 
weous success in Paris three years ago 
with his exhibit of several statues and

and there is every indication that he is 
destined to become ove of the greatest 
sculptors .déf his time. 

In 1894 Barnard burst forth from ob-

Some grotps in marble, fragments of a 
tomb, have brought the suggestion that 
he is a pupil or a follower of the French 
sculptor, Rodin, from the fact that the 
figures are shown half imbedded. in the 
rough-hewn stone.

“To say that I leve, am a pupil of, or 
have sympathized with Rodin is far from 
true,” is the statement of the sculptor him- 
self. Very different, though.of equal orig- 
inality, is his colossal figtte of “ Pan.”

one of those made :-by. Michel Angelo for 
the Medicis’ tomb in Florence,
